Family tradition tells that three brothers of Huguenot faith came 
from near the Mozelle River in France and settled in North Carolina (1), 
becoming the founders of the Mizell. family in America, Their identi- 
fication as Huguenots gives a clue as to why they emigrated and helps 
to explain the character of the family as it grew in this Country. 


The Huguenots were the Protestants of France during the 16th and 
17th centuries. As such, they came into religious and political con- 
flict with the Roman Catholics, Their fortunes waxed and waned until 
the reign of King Louis XIV. This monarch persecuted them mercilessly. 


On August 18, 1685, Louis revoked the Edict of Nantes--a covenant 
that had guaranteed the Huguenots certain religious and political 
rights, Finding life intolerable under his persecution and denial of 
religious freedom, hundreds of thousands fled to other countries, 
including the English colonies of America, “Whatever may have been the 
temper which the Huguenots displayed when they were driven from France 
by persecution, they certainly carried with them something more valuable 
than rage. They carried with them virtue, piety, industry and valour, 
which proved the source of wealth, spirit, freedom, and character in 
all those countries--Holland, Prussia, England, and America+~in which 
the noble exiles took refuge" (2). 


Aunt Jane Mizell (b. 1826) used to tell her nieces and nephews 
stories that prove that the French ancestors of the Mizells were zealous 
Huguenots (personal letter from A. C, Mizell to BE. V, Smith). She said 
that her grandmother told how their ancestors had had false bottoms in 
their chairs so they could hide their Bibles and songbooks when the 
premises were searched by inquisitors,. 


One descendant wrote that the French ancestors spelled their name 
Moselle, the same as the river in whose valley they lived. A. C. Mizell 
wrote, "I note they say that the Mizells spelled their name Moselle 
when they came over but I don't think so. J know that Pa said our 
people came from Alsace-Lorraine on the Moselle River, and that our name 
way back yonder was Moselle, but long before we left France", His 
chance statement that "according to tradition our ancestors were woolen 
mill workers" suggests that they belonged to the militant Huguenot fam 
lly who spelled their name Mazel, At any rate, Abraham Mazel was a 
wool carder by trade, a Huguenot preacher, and a leader of the opposi- 
tion after the revocation (2), ‘The tribe of Mazel abounded in the 
Cevennes and they had already given many martyrs to the cause, Some 
emigrated to America, some were sent to the galleys; Oliver Mazel, the 
preacher, was hanged in Montpelier in 1690, Jacques Mazel was a refugee 
in Lendon in L791, and in all the Cevennes, there were Mazels leading 
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as well as following" (2). 


“There is some question as to when the first of the Mizells came 
to America and as to where he or they landed. According to fanily 
tradition (1), the first were three brothers; One descendant (of 
David) wrote in a Tampa, Florida, newspaper that they landed at 
Charleston and settled first on the eastern shore of North Carolina, 
Tradition relates that Thomas settled in Martin County and Joshua and 
the other brother in Bertie (the Mizells may have settled in territory 
that later became Martin and Bertie Counties but they must have arrived 
about 100 years before Martin was formed and possibly a third of a 
century before Bertie Precinct, Albemarle Sound and the Roanoke River 
would have provided a convenient means of reaching those primitive 
territories). 


Another descendant, "E. Russ Williams, Jr. of Bogalusa, La.) who 
has done original research, states that Luke Misell was brought to 
the Jamestown Colony in 1638 by Sir Thomas Grey as an "indentured 
servent", He married Deborah (probably a Lawrence) and had two sons, 
Luke and Lawrence. ILuke II married Elizabeth and left a minor son, 
Iuke III when he died at an early age in 169i. He also mentioned two 
daug*ters, Sarah and Elizabeth. His was a nuncupative will and prob- 
ably did not mention all of his family; two other sons William and 
John probably existed. All of the family left Virginia and went into 
the ‘wilds of North Carolina. 


Irrespective of where the first immigrant (s) landed or how many 
there were, all stories coincide to indicate that the Mizells were 
among the early settlers of Old Albemarle. 


In America, the name was at first pronounced as one syllable and 
as if spelled "measle" (1), Actually, the names of two members of the 
first recorded North Carolina generation were often spelled "Meazle" (3) 
and this spelling appeared sporadically during the 18th century, It 
was also spelled 'Mezell" at times, The modern spelling "Mizell" 
appeared at least as early as 1716, Family tradition has it that all 
Known descendants were pronouncing the name as a two-syllable word with 
a long "i" and the accent on the second syllable by 1850 (1), 


The first record of a Mizell in North Carolina (other than family 
tradition) was that of Luke (Meazle) who in 1702 witnessed a deed to 
Edward Smithwick (6), The next also referred to Luke who married Sarah, 
the daughter of William Charlton, sonie time between 1706 and 1711, 
William in a deed of gift for "Love and affection" called them "my son 
and daughter" and gave them a tract of land on the Moratuck (Roanoke) 
River, Then in 171), William (Meazle) bought 200 acres of land on the 
north side of the Moratuck River near the mouth of the O'Possum Hill 
Creek, Hdward Smithwick was the seller and luke Meazle and William 
Charlton were witnesses (3). Thus the (first or) second generation 
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of Mizells became landowners in Chowan Princinct during the early part 
of the 18th century. 


The intimate relationship of Luke and William suggests that they 
were brothers. (This suggestion corroborated by Russ Williams! 
research), They were associated with many of the leading early 
settlers, such as the Smithwicks (with whom they intermarried), whe 
had come down from Virginia. They mst have been respected citizens 
of early North Carolina for they were frequently recorded as witnesses 
to deeds and as administratores in settling estates (6). 


The Mizells were often mentioned in North Carolina records during 
the 18th century (6). The First Census of the United States (1790) 
listed an Edward, a Hardy, a Luke, a lukerson William, four James, 
three John, and two William Mizells as heads of families in Martin 
County. The continued Huguenot influence is suggested by the common 
use of such biblical names as Luke, John, Harmah, Aaron, and Joshua, 


Like many colonial families, the Mizelis in time began to spread 
out from their seat in North Carolina and to help people the newer 
sections of the country. Some of these migrations were recorded more 
or less as family tradition (1) by four members of a late 19th century 
generation for whom tradition had some root in memory. Two of these 
chroniclers considered themselves to be descendants of Thomas and two 
of Joshua, the traditional emigrant brothers. 


This traditional record appears to have lost a generation but other- 
wise to have been fairly accurate. William, who married Susannah, (1) 
was considered to have been the son of Thomas and the father of the Rev. 
William (b. 1781). Kadar or Cader (9,1) was considered to have been the 
son of Jostua and was known to have died about 1825. The documented 
record of Iuke in 1702 and the assumption that the immigrants must have 
arrived some years earlier point to the "lost generation" supposition, 
This is substantiated by history (5) which records an intervening 
William between the first William (who was supposed to have been the 
son of Thomas) and the Rev. William. 


Nevertheless, the first William was the progenitor of one branch 
of the family that spread into Georgia, Alabama, Florida, and ulti- 
mately Texas. Descendants of his brother, Luke, also migrated to 
Georgia, Kadar's descendants (1) spread into Kentucky, Illinois, . 
Kansas, and other parts of the Middle West, Hardy, as well as Kadar 
moved to East Tennessee soon after the Cherokees were removed from 
that territory, From accounts such as these, that include documented 
records as well as family tradition, it appears that all branches of 
the Mizell Family in America are descended from the Huguenots who 
immigrated to Old Albemarle during the latter part of the 17th century. 
The account which follows is concerned oer the William line,

The first William was born before 1700 and married Sarah, the 
daughter of Martin Griffin (5), probably in Chowan Precinct. ‘The 
first reference to William was in 171) when his name was spelled 
Meazle, but it was spelled Mizell in 1719.

Seventy-five to 100 years after the first Mizells settled in North 
Carolina, some of their descendants moved to newer parts of the country. 
In keeping with the custom of family groups migrating and seLtiing 
together, several of the first William's sons and possibly some of his 
nephews moved to Georgia. They settled along the Ogeechee River some 
miles above Savannah, 


One son, William II, received a land grant for 300 acres in the 
Parish of St. Philip (5). The grant, issued to William Mezell under 
date of March 2, 1773, was signed by the Royal Governor, James Wright, 
in the name of King George the Third. He and his first wife and chil- 
dren moved to Georgia about 1771 as indicated by two records in the 
House Journal that year (5). The entries were: Resolved That on 
Condition and Prayer of the said Petition is granted-~"Read a Petition 
of William Mezell setting forth that he had been some time in the prov- 
ince with his family Consisting of a Wife five children and one Negroe 
but had not had any land granted him, Therefore praying for 300 acres 
of Land joining lands ordered one Chevers in St. Philip's Parish', 

And later the same year, "Read a Petition of William Mezell setting 
forth that he had been some time Resident in the province and had had 
300 Acres of Land granted him on his family right and had two children 
and one Negroe but had not had any land granted him Therefore praying 
for 150 Acres of Land near Horse Creek in St. George's Parish", 


#In a letter to Frank Mizell dated Sept. 6, 1957, Judge Folks 
Huxford of Homerville, Ga., wrote, "I place the time of birth of the 
second William Mizell around 1730; he married Susannah Thompson of 
Tyrell Co., Ne Co" (Judge Huxford is an amateur genealogist of note). 
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The Land mentioned in the first Journal entry mist have been that 
granted by King George in 1773. As the Country developed, this land 
was successively in St. Philip's Parish and Effingham and Screven 
Counties, The St. George Parish grant apparently was later in Burke 
and then Screven County, The part of the Mizell grants lying south 
of the Ogeechee River was ultimately in Bulloch and William was recor- 
ded as a first settler of the county (l).

There are two records of William's children, One record (1) was 
handed down by the descendants of one of his sons, and the other (5) 
apparently by those of another. Although each account contains some 
apparent errors, they have enough points in common to provide a fairly 
accurate record, According to one account (1), his children were:

The latter (5) appears more accurate in most respects but the 
birth date of William is properly recorded in the former (1), as sub- 
stantiateda by the inscription on his headstone, It is possible that 
Luke, Sarah, Griffin, and Susannah were four of the five children who 


came from North Carolina with William and his first wife, and that 
William and Winnie were children of his second wife, Susannah; the 
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10-year interim between Griffin's and Winnie's reported birthdates 
points to this probability. 


In 179), William gave his land north of the Ogeechee River to 
Griffin and that south of the river to William. Both deeds of gift 
are dated August 11, and appear on record in Screven County in deed 
book "A" under date of August 27. After moving to Georgia, Willian 
seems to have remained in that state until his death, In 1808, he 
Signed his name as William Mizell, Sr., as a witness to a deed in 
Bulloch County. 


There appear to be no records of the Georgia Mizell's activities 
during the American Revolution, Apparently, they were nominally loyal 
to England. An entry in the House Journal dated July 31, 1782 proves 
that they did not belong to the vicious class of Tory who warred against 
their Georgia neighbors, This entry (5b) was "A Bill for restoring 
certain Persons herein after mentioned to the Rights of Citizenship 
within this State't, The bill proposed to divide 88 persons, who had 
surrendered themselves to a Col. Johnson, into two classes, In class 
one were to be placed 33 persons who should be restored to the Rights 
of Citizenship on condition that they find 3 recruits amongst them, 
and in class two were to be placed 55 persons who were to be put on the 
Amercement Bill. In the group to whom citizenship was to be restored 
were William, David, James, Inuke, and John Meazel and Charlton Meazle. 


Further evidence that the Mizells had not been "bad" Tories is 
found in the fact that Luke Meazels qualified for membership in the 
House and was seated January 8, 178), while David Meazel was appointed 
a Justice for the County of Effingham the same year (5b). 


Lest any descendant judge them too harshly, it should be remem 
bered that Georgia ‘twas the last of the original 13 colonies to lower 
the English flag--was the youngest member of the sisterhood--was in 
need of the mother country's protection against threatened troubles 
with the Indians--possessed an excellent chief magistrate in Governor 
Wright---, In proportion to the population, there were more Tories in 
Georgia than in any other state." (4), Furthermore, the Mizells lived 
in rural territory rather than in trade and shipping centers like 
Savannah and Augusta. In177), their neighbors in the Parish of St, 
George drew up a dissent to the resolutions adopted in Savannah on 
August 10 which they thought reflected improperly on "our" King (ha). 


It should also be remembered that William and possibly other 
members of the family had received land grants from King George 
shortly before the outbreak of the war, Finally, it should be remen- 
bered that the British were in almost complete control of Georgia by 
the beginning of 1779 and that the British commander promised that the 
people who would take the oath of allegiance to the King would not be 
molested but that those who refused would be driven from the colony and 
their property confiscated (h). 
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The Reverend William Mizell (1781 - 1857) 


and 
Mary Love Mizell (1786 - 1867) 


Family tradition (1) records that the Reverend William was born 
near Savannah, February l, 1781. Obviously his birthplace was the 
family farm in what was then Effingham or Burke County. William mar- 
ried Mary Love on October 28, 1802, (See Love Line, Page 12). 


Although the continued use of biblical names suggests that the 
Mizells held to the spiritual and moral values that prompted their 
Huguenot ancestors to emigrate from France, this is the first genera~ 
tion for whom denominational affiliations are recorded. A grandson, 
Daniel Bullard Mizell, wrote that William was an Episcopalian and 
Mary a Baptist at the time of their marriage, but that they afterwards 
joined the Methodist Church (10), It 1s not surprising that William 
was at first an Episcopalian, The Church of England was "The Church" 
of colonial North Carolina to which his ancestors had immigrated and 
it was also important in the early religious life of Georgia, There 
was a new Episcopal Church, known as St. George's Church, in the Parish 
of St. George near the present town of Waynesborough when the Mizells 
arrived, Perhaps they affiliated with this church, 


St, George's Church, later Imown as Old Church, became a Methodist 
Church. Methodism gained a foothold in and around Savannah about 1807, 
shortly after William's marriage, Considering the Mizell's Huguenot 
heritage, it is not surprising that William and Griffin should have 
been attracted by the less formal religion of the new denomination. 

For the same reason, it is easy to understand why William would have 
found evangelism among the Indians to his liking, 


After about a generation on the Ogeechee, the Mizells began to 
migrate again to new lands, James, a brother of William II, moved to 
Jackson County, Mississippi, about 1810. David, probably a cousin, 
moved from Camden County, Georgia, to a place called Alligator near the 
present Lake City, Florida, and established a prominent branch of the 
family in that state. David, dr., was the first white settler in what 
is now Winter Park, His son, Judge Jobn R. Mizell, was one of the 
founders of Rollins College. 


Griffin, son of William II, moved to Jones County about 1810 (later 
to Telfair County where he lived until 186, and finally to Lowndes, now 
Brooks, County (5).) The Reverend William and family also moved to 
Jones County, probably in 1809, Treaties with the Indians, the prospect 
for profitable cotton culture in the new "Western" cotton lands, and the 
pioneer spirit may have all contributed to the Mizells' decision to move. 
Family tradition's record (1) that William was a Methodist minister and 
a missionary to the indians suggests that his westward migration was 
motivated as much by his missionary spirit as by a hunger for new Land. 
Chronologically, each westward move found him in new territory soon 
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after it was opened to whites by a treaty with the Indians, The 
traditional record (1) states that he was born near Savannah and moved 
to Bulloch County (tradition failed to take into account the fact that 
the part of his father's original grant that lay south of the Ogeechee 
was in territory that became Bulloch), thence to Jones County, thence 
to Houston County, Georgia, thence to Russell County, Alabama, 


Jones County was formed in 1807 from a part of Baldwin that was 
formed in 1803 from lands acquired by treaty with the Creek Indians. 
William settled here about 1809 and continued to reside in the county 
until the middle 1820's, 


Houston County was created in 1821 out of lands acquired from the 
Creeks under the first treaty of Indian Springs, As created, Houston 
included land that lay south of Jones County, William and family must 
have moved into the new territory soon after it was acquired since a 
daughter, Martha, was born there in 1829. A son, Amos Love, married 
Mary Bryan in the same county in 1834. (The place name "Mizell" in 
eastern Taylor County, Georgia, on modern maps may intrigue the imagi- 
nation of the Rev. William's descendants, Taylor was formed in part 
from Macon County, which in turn was formed in part from Houston, 
White, in his Historical Collections of Georgia, lists William Measles — 
among the first settlers of Macon County), 


The children of the Reverend William and Mary Love Mizell were: 
Juke Thomas, b. Aug. 29, 1803, A Methodist minister, he 
was living in Powder Springs, Georgia in 1873 and died 
in Laurens County. 


John, b. Mar. 10, 1805, d. Girard, Ala. 


Winnefred, b. Feb. 18, 1807, m. Wn. Williams, lived and 
died at Loggy Bayou, La, 


Amos Love, b. May 28, 1809, sketch follows, 

Mary Love, be Feb. 18, 1811, m. John Mastin Bennett, d. 
Apr. 20, 1876 in Houston Co., Tex. (buried Sanders 
Cemetery, Magnolia). 

Charles Griffin, b. Nov. 6, 1813, was an M.D. d, in Tex, 


William, b. May 5, 1816, never married, killed in N. Ga, 
during War Between States. 


Susan, b. Auge 9, 1818, m, Daniel Bullard, lived and died 
at Oak Bowery near Opelika, Ala., mother of Gen. Robert 
Lee Bullard, 


Hope Hull, b. Sept. 20, 1820, named for the pioneer Ga,

The conclusion of the treaty with the Creek Indians which opened 
east-central Alabama to the whites was the signal for another westward 
move by the Reverend William and his family, Amos Love Mizell and his 
brother, the Reverend Luke, were recorded in the "History of Opelika" 
as being the first settlers in the vicinity of what is now Opelika in 
the then county of Russell (8). This history does not mention the 
Reverend William but there is good reason to believe that the records 
referring to the Reverend Iuke should have referred to his father, the 
Reverend William, A grandson, Daniel Bullard Mizell, wrote (10) that 
William and Mary Mizell and all their children except Luke and William 
moved to Alabama and settled at or near where Opelika is situated in 
the year 1838 (the date actually was three or four years earlier), 


A granddaughter, Mary Love Edwards Fleming, gave a good account of 
the Reverend William's relations with the Indians in Russell County (15). 
My Mizell and Edwards grandparents and their families were living in 
Russell County at the time of the Indian war in 1836. One of my uncles, 
William Williams, nearly always had several Indians working for him. 
These Indians liked him and his family and when they knew that there 
was going to be war with the whites, they warned my uncle and told him 
that he and his people had better leave the country. Grandfather 
Mizell was a local Methodist minister and missionary to the Indians. 
The Indians had great respect and reverence for him; they had the utmost 
confidence in what he told them, and often went to him for advice and 
counsel, They told him that they did not want him or his family ever 
to be hurt by their people. So, on the eve of war, they warned him to 
leave the country, and my Grandfather Mizell with Uncle William Will- 
iams and other white settlers took their families in wagons to their 
relatives in Georgia. Some of their property they took with then, but 
much of it was left at their homes, When they returned after all danger 
was passed, much of their property had been destroyed and some of their 
houses burned. But the Indians had hamned nothing at Grandfather 
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Mizell's place, They said that Grandfather was a good man, and that 
they were afraid the Great Spirit would be angry with them if they 
destroyed anything belonging to him." 


The Reverend William's last move was to Dale County when he accom 
panied his son, Amos Love, and other children there in 186, He died 
in Dale County on March 7, 1857, and was buried at Old Pleasant Hill 
Church. 

Daniel Bullard Mizell (10) later wrote that he only remembered his 
grandfather at the time of his death when he called his grandchildren 
to his bedside to give them his farewell blessing. He said that he 
didn't remember what he said to the grandchildren but to his son he 
said, "Amos, I'll be locking over the battlements of Heaven for you". 

Mary Love Mizell survived her husband by ten years. She died 
April 20, 1867, and was buried by his side at Pleasant Hill, When 
Camp Rucker was established during World War II, Old Pleasant Hill 
Church and cemetery were moved to a new location about three miles from 
Ozark, The Reverend William's and Mary's headstones are located in the 
new cemetery.

(Mary Love married the Reverend William Mizell) 


An Amos Love lived in Sussex County, Virginia, during the first 
half of the 18th Century. His daughter Judith married Peter Greene, Jr. 
in 1750, ‘This connection is of particular interest to the Mizell-Crit~ 
tenden branch of the Mizell family for Peter, Jr. was the brother of 
Frederic Greene, 


Another Amos Love made his will (1) in Brunswick, New Hanover 
County, North Carolina, in 1770. He was probably the son of the above~ 
mentioned Amos, Mentioned in the will were wife Mary, sons Amos, Charles, 
and Thomas, and daughters Winnefred, Mary, Margaret, Elisha, and Eliza- 
beth, 


This third Amos is the one who is generally considered to be the 
founder of the Love line (2). It was this Amos who was an officer in 
the Revolutionary War. 


On April 16, 1776, the Journal of the Provencial Congress at Hali- 
fax, North Carolina, recorded the appointment of Amos Love of the Wil- 
mington District as First Lieutenant in the battalion that had been 
directed to be raised in the province (3), In a register of officers, 
with dates of commissions, of troops in the Continental Line appeared, 
"Lieutenants ~- Amos Love -- 16 April, 1776 (l). He resigned this 
commission and later (June 29, 1781) was appointed captain of a light 
horge company as shown by the following excerpt from the House Journal 
".,eeehesolved, that a Company of Light Horse be immediately raised by 
voluntary enlistment, consisting of 40 privates for the protection and 
defense of the inhabitants on the South side of the New River, in Onslow 
County, and that Amos Love be appointed Captain ..... to serve as long 
as may be judged necessary by the Governor and Council" (5), 


He was listed in the First Census of the United States, 1790, as 
the head of a family in Onslow County. His family included two free 
white males under 16 years and seven free white females. He owned nine 
Slaves. He was Judge of the Court of Common Pleas and Quarter Session. 
The minutes and judgments of the Court bearing his signature are still 
extant (2). 


He died in Onslow County between February 22 and April, 1798, the 
dates when his will was made and probated (6), After payment of his 
just debts, he stated that it was his will and desire that "my beloved 
wife Mary Love" have her dower of the lands on which he then lived plus 
one feather bed and furniture and certain livestock, that each son 
have certain lands and a Negro boy, and that each daughter have one 
Negro girl, one feather bed and furniture, and five cows and calves, 

In addition to her dower, he loaned his wife Mary one Negro girl child 
named Lettie during the term of her natural life. He also provided for 
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a posthumus child in the event his wife were pregnant at his death. 
He was concerned for the education of his children and stated that, 
"It is my will and desire that my Negro man Sambo, and my Negro man 
Austin be kept by my Executors at the most Advantageous Business for 
the Supporting and Schooling of my children ...,. until my youngest 
ehild arrives at the age of fifteen years", 


All of the children were minors at the time of Amos! death, A 
few years after her husband's death, Mary moved with her children to 


what is now Laurens County, Georgia, while that part of the state was 
still a wilderness. 


The children were (7):

John -- m. Eligabeth Hall in Laurens County 

Charles -- d. in Georgia 

Winefred -- d. in Georgia 

Mary -- m, William Mizell

Penelope -« m. Philip Dell 

Amos Love, Jr., was incorrectly identified as the officer 
of the American Revolution by Knight (8) and in early D.A.R. records. 
Nevertheless, he was the progenitor of a distinguished family. A son 
was a physician, Judge of the Superior Court, and Member of Congress. 
Included among his descendants were lawyers, judges, Baptist and Meth- 
odist ministers, and doctors. He is buried near Poplar Springs Church 
about eight miles from Dublin, Georgia. (8). 

Mary Love married William Mizell in 1802. For the more than 150 
years since her marriage, "Love" and even "Mary Love" have appeared 
again and again in the Christian names of her. descendants, Furthermore, 
her father's name, Amos, has become a conmon name among them.

Amos Love Mizell (1809-1897) 


and 
Mary Bryan Mizell (1817-1881) 


Amos Love Mizell was born in Jones County, Georgia, May 28, 1809, 
On February 6, 1834, he married Mary Bryan, daughter of John and Rebecca 
Bryan. (See Bryan line, Page 18). They were married while the family 
was living in Houston County, 


Amos was converted at the age of 12 and joined the Methodist 
Church (1). During the time he lived at the site of the present city 
of Opelika, a good and prosperous church was built up largely through 
his influence, In this connection, it is interesting to note that 
Daniel Bullard, who married his sister Susan and who remained to become 
a leading citizen of the County, is credited with having built Lebanon, 
a Methodist Church, in 1837 (2). 


A post office was established at Opelika (then known as Opellikan) 
in 1840, The annual salary of the postmaster was $30.77. Amos L. 
Mizell. became the second postmaster in 18h5 (2). He didn't hold the 
post long for he moved to Tale County the following year, On August ll, 
1818, the United States Government granted NEX of NW%, Section 22, 
Township 5, Range 23, Dale County to Amos L. Mizell and the State of 
Alabama for internal improvements, On January 12, 1853, the State 
conveyed the title to Amos L,. Mizell, 


Amos again found himself in a new country without school and 
church privileges, but it wasn't long until a good school and a large 
church at old Pleasant Hill were testifying of his love for education 
and his devotion to Christ and his church (1). 


Amos and Mary Mizell were the parents of 13 children, 12 of whom 
lived to maturity. The Census of 1850 gave the ages of the eight old- 
est children as follows: Mary, 15; John W., lh; Susan E., 123; Cornelia 
Ae, 10; Charles L., 8; Luke T., 6; Amos Bryan, 3; and Caroline A., le 
Daniel Bullard wrote that he was born February 1h, 1851, Obviously, 
Emma, Hardy, Wesley, and Fletcher (who died in infancy) were younger 
than Daniel. 
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When the War Between the States broke out, Amos was living with 
his family on bis plantation in the manner of the Old South (1), He 
kept open house for everybody who had a clean moral character, whether 
rich or poor, His two oldest sons went to the war (3). John went to 
war and died soon afterwards, (Mrs. Mary Love Fleming wrote that he 
died in the hospital during the war), Charles fought in every battle 
that Stonewall Jackson was in and was captured soon after Jackson was 
killed. Although he came home from the wax, he never recovered from 
the i11 effects of imprisoment and died in a short time. 


The close of the war found the Mizells in changed circumstances. 
Amos! slaves had been freed and his children had grown up arid were 
drifting away. He moved to Texas in the Fall of 1873 (1). Most of 
his children also went to Texas, where the Mizells again sought a new 
life in a new country. (3). 


Mary married Ape Fannin, lived in Dallas, and died at 93 years. 
Susan married William Sampy, a Methodist preacher, and died at Orange, 
Texas, Nettie married Jeff Fleming and lived at a little town near 
Dallas; both are buried at Terrell. Carrie married Robert Kennedy, a 
school teacher, and died at San Antonio. TIuke made a small fortune in 
New Mexico, After his wife died, he sold out and lived with Emma in 
Waco; Imuke is buried at Lubbock; Hardy Price was married twice and 
lived and died at Waxahatchie, Daniel Bullard married a girl at Pine 
Level, Alabama; lived and died at Kaufman, Texas, Emma married Phillip 
Famiin at Brier Hill, Alabama, and lived and died at Waco, Weseley 
married twice in Texas and lived and died at Mart. 


Amos Love Mizell took his love for Church and education to Texas, 
He gave the land on which Bethany Methodist Church and Elm Branch 
School were built (in 1933, Daniel Bullard Mizell wrote that, "I taught 
there 58 years ago"), He and his wife Mary are buried in Bethany Cere- 
tery, Bardwell, Ellis County, Texas. On a common stone are these inscrip- 
tions: 


Amos Love Mizell, Born May 28, 1809, died Sept. 12, 1897 


Mary, wife of A, L. Mizell, Born Jan. 2, 1817, died May 10, 
1882 


Susan Sampy - daughter of A, L. and Mary Mizell, born Feb. 15, 
1838, died Oct. 22, 1892 


This cemetery, on land given by Amos Love Mizell, was reported to 
be one of the best kept rural cemeteries in Texas in 1956, 


In a letter written in 1873, the Rev, Luke characterized Amos Le 
Mizell as, "That most upright man in the World, my brother Amos Love." 
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Vital statistics for Amos L, and Mary Mizell are as follows (1): 


Amos.L, Mizell, son of William and Mary Mizell, was born the 28th 
of May, 1809. 


Mary Mizell, daughter of John and Rebecca Bryan and consort of 
Amos L. Mizell was born 2nd of January, 1817. 


Mary R. Mizell, daughter of Amos L. and Mary Mizell, was born 9th 
of January 1835.

Susan E, Sampey, 2nd daughter of Amos L, and Mary Mizell, died 
October 22nd, 1892, 


The foregoing was copied from Father's family Bible at his home in 
Ellis County, Texas, on his birthday, May 28th, 1897, Within two months 
thereafter his house burned, together with said Bible and all the rest 
of his valuable books, And on the 12th day of September 1897 he died 
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of Pneumonia at the home of Wesley just across the road from where his 
house burned.

In his old age, Amos Bryan Mizell always asked to stop and visit 
his grandfather's (John Bryan) grave when he passed the Clayhatchee 
cemetery in going from his home in Enterprise, Alabama, to his daugh- 
ter's in Ozark, In deference to age, his grandson, who was his chauf- 
feur, would stop briefly. The grandson, however, never took advantage 
of these opportunities to get a first hand account of his ancestry 
from the grandfather. When no other descendant could be found who had 
personal knowledge of the Bryan line thirty-odd years later, the grand- 
son determined to glean all apparent authentic sources and develop a 
written record for the benefit of future generations, 


John W, Bryan, the son of Nathan Bryan and Rebecca, his wife, was 
born March 16, 1797 (Record in John Bryan Family Bible owned in 1958 
by Mrs, W. M. Faust, Ozark, Alabama, also age in 1850 Census of Dale 
County listed as 52 years), Although tradition connects him with the 
North Carolina colonial family, he was probably a native of Georgia 
(various Census records). He must have married his first wife, Rebecca 
(born August 15, 1795) daughter of William and Mary Price, at an early 
age since their first child was born November 15, 181). 


According to records in the Georgia Department of Archives and 
History, John W, Bryan, Screven County, drew Lot 111, District ), Hous- 
ton County, in the 1821 Lottery. John Bryan also was one of seven 
Bryans who participated in the 1832 Gold Lottery in Houston County. He 
must have been an early settler for Houston was created in 1821 out of 
land acquired from the Creek Indians, He was living in Houston in 183), 
when his daughter Mary married Amos Love Mizell (fact recorded in 
tribute to A. L. Mizell, after his death, written by his son, Daniel 
Bullard). 


Rebecca Price Bryan died March 10, 1829, John soon married his 
Sister~-in-law, Mrs. Martha Knight Price, A widow, she had two sons, 
Frank and Hardy W, B. Price. In referring to the family that consisted 
of John's children by his first wife, Martha's by her first husband, 
and the children of John and Martha, Amos Crittenden Mizell wrote in 
1955, "I have heard Pa say that his children, her children, and their 
children were one big happy family". This must have been a traditional 
saying for another descendant, Dr. Viola Kimmel of Boston, wrote in 
1957, "Uncle Hardy said that his mother used to say to Mr. Bryan, 'My 
children, your children, and our children, all of us making one true 
family'", 


Data in the 1850 Census for Dale and 1860 for Henry County suggest 
that the Bryans and Mizelis moved te Dale County about the same time, 
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and that most or all of John's family came with him, In the 1850 
Census, John gave his age as 52 years, his birthplace as Georgia, and 
his occupation as "farmer", His wife gave her birthplace as North 
Carelina.

The best evidence of the character of the Bryans is preserved in 
the original minutes of Providence Church, Clayhatchee (owned in 1958 
by Mrs. Ibbie Jones Lipps, Montevallo, a descendant of John and Rebecca), 
Pertinent excerpts from the minutes follow: Providence met and formed 
a church with 10 people on May 26, 1849, and the first service was the 
Lord's Day Sermon by Bro. R. E, Brown on Sunday morning; the following 
are the names ~- Martha Bryan, William P, Bryan, Temperance Bryan, 
Hardy B, Bryan, John W. Bryan, .....+,3 Hardy W, B. Price was received 
by experience on Sunday, the 27th day of May, 1849, and was baptized 
the next day; on June 30, "Conference then went into choice of Deacons. 
Williaa P. Bryan and Jepe Pouncey were named and dedicated and ordained 
by Brother Brown and duly ordained Ministers of Christ,'t and "elected 
Bro, Price Church Clerk;" on June 26, 1852, Brothers Price and Bryan 
were appointed as Trustees to write and make deed for Church building. 
The names lrice and Bryan were prominent in the minutes for a number 
of years. 
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John Bryan died June 10, 1651, and is buried in an umnarked brick 
grave near the entrance to the Providence Church cemetery, The family 
began to scatter after John's death. John Walker Knight Bryan moved 
to Palestine, Texas, and lived to an old age. Hammond Bryan died in 
Mango, Florida. Hardy Price and most or all the younger Bryans moved 
to Columbia, Alabama, prior to the Civil War. In the 1860 Census of 
Henry County, H.W.B. Price gave his age as 3, his occupation as mer- 
chant, the value of his real estate as $4,500 and of his personal 
property as $9,800. J. C. Bryan gave his age as 28 and his occupation 
ag merchant. J. A. Smith quoted A. B. Mizell to the effect that they 
were operating a large mercantile business there when the War began. 
They built a Woolen mill on Omussee Creek at the site of "Woods Mill", 
(Letter from amateur genealogist, Mrs. Clyde Scott, Abbeville), "Bert" 
Bryan, "Neil" Bryan, and Milton W. Bryan all went to War as members of 
the Columbia Blues, Milton Bryan was killed at the "Battle of Seven 
Pines'' at the age of 194 years. "Bert" Bryan was known as Major Bryan 
in later years in Columbia. Mrs. Walter Oakley, Sr., lived in the old 
Major "Bert" Bryan home in 1957. 


Hardy Price seemed to have been something of a legend in the 
family. Dr. Viola Kimmel wrote in 1957, "Uncle Hardy was a San Jacinto 
hero in the Texas war with Mexico", "Aunt Mollie, (his second wife) 
died in 193; she was the last surviving widow of the men who fought 
the great battle of San Jacinto." S.E.S. Bryan became an M.D. prac. 
ticed in Columbia and in Atlanta and died in Charlotte, North Carolina, 


Family tradition connects these Bryans with the distinguished 
North Carolina colonial family. Nathan, Whitfield, Hardy, and Walker 
were commonly used Christian names in the North Carolina family and 
are suggestive of the connection. An inconclusive search in the gene- 
alogical section of the Library of Congress failed to throw any light 
on the question, however. 


Amos Bryan Mizell (1846 ~ 1929) 
and 
Emma Amanda Mizell (Mar, 13, 1853 ~ 1922) 


Amos Bryan Mizell was born in Russell (now Lee) County, Sept. 25, 
1846, shortly before his family moved to Dale County. Although too 
young for the regular army, he joined the Home Guards (Brown's Company) 
and fought skirmishes with the Federals in Escambia or Baldwin County. 
He returned home in 1866 and attended school at Pleasant Hill and West- 
ville or Darien through 1868, He spent the next year in school at Pine 
Level in Montgomery County, He then entered the teaching profession 
and spent most of the next twenty years as a teacher, 


He married Emma (Enmaline) Amanda Crittenden, January 16, 1873 


(See Crittenden Family, Page 2). His father and mother moved to 
Texas the same year and most or all of his brothers and sisters also 
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migrated west. Since his wife's people stayed in Alabama and Georgia, 
he chose te stay in Alabama saying that he would not take his wife so 


far from her relatives. 


He taught at Ramer, Brier Hill, and Dublin in Montgomery County 
during the period 1870-81, He spent the next two years in Troy working 
as a bookkeeper. He then returned to teaching and taught at Hubbard's 
Cross Roads and Mossy Grove in Pike County from 188) through 1891, In 
addition to teaching, he owned a farm in Montgomery County. He sold 
this farm and moved back to Dale County in 1892 and bought the old 
Seaife Place, After one term at Pleasant Hill, he gave up teaching and 
devoted his time to farming. He was described as a "natural mathema~ 
tician", When one of his sons was asked why he gave up teaching, he 
replied, "I guess he couldn't make a living for his large family teach- 
ing".

A lover of 
his family, he supplied many of the clues that made this 
Family History possible.

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Not only was Amos Bryan a teacher by early profession, but he was 
a firm believer in education. While living on and operating a farm in 
Dale County, he sent his clder children to High School in Ozark. He 
required these children to teach the younger children when they were 
at home and thereby supplement the teaching available in the rural 
schools, In order to provide a better education for his children, he 
moved to Ogark in 1897 and operated his farm from there. Several of 
the children went to school in Troy; Ida Belle graduated from Troy 
Normal and Joe from Woman's College (now Huntingdon) when it was 
located in Tuskegee. 


fmos moved to Enterprise in 1901 where he spent the remainder of 
his life. He and his wife Emma were a devoted couple as illustrated 
by the following excerpt from the tribute written at the time of her 
death, "At the age of 20 she married A. B. Mizell, and for 50 years, 
lacking two months, they walked hand in hand along life's pathway. 
They had everything in common, bore each other's sorrows, carried 
each other's burdens, shared each other's joys. No more devoted 
couple ever lived. They never grew tired of each other. But to each 
the other's presence was fresh in the morning and new in the evening." 


Emma Amanda Mizell died Noverber 12, 1922. Amos Bryan Mizell 
died October 2, 1929, Both are buried in. the cemetery at Enterprise, 
Alabama. 


THE CRITTENDEN FAMILY (1) 


(Emma Amanda Crittenden married Amos Bryan Mizell) 


The remote ancestors of the American Crittendens were a clan who 
lived in the part of Scotland Imown as Cruten. The leader of the clan 
was known as the Dean of Cruten, Later all of the clan were identified 
as Crutendeans. Finally the name developed into the Anglo-Saxon 'tCrut- 
enden" and the English "Crittenden", There are many corruptions of 
the spelling of the name, but all who bear it are descended from the 
same Scottish clan, 


Family tradition has it that three Crittenden brothers immigrated 
to New England at such an early date that no record has been preserved, 
It is reasonably certain that the Henry Crittendens appearing in 
Virginia are descendants of one of these brothers, 


A record of the administration ef the estate of a Henry Crittenden 
(d. Nov. 19, 1716) appears in the Archives of Essex County, Virginia. 
Then two deeds, dated July 5, 17h, and May 20, 1752, were executed by 
Henry Crittenden and Margaret Butler (daughter of John Butler), his 
wife, and these two people are regarded as founders of the Essex County, 
Virginia, branch of the family, 
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The children of Henry and Margaret Butler Crittenden were: 


John (1750-1805), Capt. in Revolutionary War; member of Va, Soc. 
Order of Cincinnati (verified); member of Va. legislature. 


Robert (d. 1806) m. Lucky Clayton, moved to Northampton Co., NeCe; 
no descendants. 


Henry (d. 1804), m. Eliza Lindsey, moved to N. C. 


Mary, me Frederic Greene of Sussex Co. (Note: The identification 
of this daughter as Mary appears to be an error, Augusta B, Fother~ 
gill's "Marriage Records of Brunswick County, Va.," (2) states that 
Frederick Green married Frances Crittenden, Jan. 22, 1779; Henry Crit- 
tenden, Witness). Thomas, Samuel, Phillip, daughter married Tynes. 


The descendants of Henry and Margaret Butler Crittenden were 
prominent on the early American scene, Some of the more outstanding 
were (2a, 2b): 


John Jordan Crittenden (1787-1863), son of John; Gov. of Ky., 
U,. S, Senator from Ky., U. 5. Attorney General; author of the Critten- 
den Compromise which was a futile effort to avert the Civil War; a 
street in Washington and a County in Kentucky named for him. 


Thomas Turpin Crittenden (1788-1832), son of John; Member of Ky, 
Legislature; Secretary of State for Kentucky. 


Henry Crittenden (1792-183), son of John; Lieutenant in War of. 
1812; member of Ky. Legislature. 


Robert H. Crittenden (1796-1631), son of John; soldier in War of 
1612; Secretary of State and Governor of Arkansas Territory; a county 
in Arkansas named for him 


Robert Greene Crittenden (1783-1868), son of Frances and Frederic 
Greene (see Greene Line); Georgia State Senator. 


Thomas Theodore Crittenden (b, 1832), son of Henry (1792-183), 
Governor of Missouri. 


Most of these distinguished Crittendens were descendants of 
Captain John who was a member of the Virginia Society, Order of Cin. 
cinnati, His direct descendants will be particularly interested in 
the Crittenden Memoirs written by H. H, Crittenden, son of Governor 
Thomas fT, Crittenden of Missouri. The record of John's ancestry in 
the Memoirs will, however, be of interest to all branches of the 
family, It is reproduced here in part as follows: 


John Crittenden, son of John Crittenden and Margaret Butler, 
daughter of John Butler (identification of Margaret's husband ag John 
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was an error; the following record "173, Henry Crittenden married 
Margaret, daughter of John Butlér" is found in Wilkerson's Index of 
Marriages of Old Rappahannock’and Essex County, Virginia); son of 
Joseph Cruttenden; son of Jehrr Cruttenden (1680) and Elizabeth Duke, 
daughter of Thomas Duke and Eliza Langley, daughter of Thomas Langley; 
son of John Cruttenden and Evenden; son of Deacon Abraham 
Crottenden who married the widow Johanna Cruttendens son of Abraham 
Cruttenden and Elizabeth Roberts, daughter of Walter Roberts; son of 
Anthony Cruttenden and Mary Hay, daughter of Herbert Hay of Glynde 
and Frances Colpepper daughter of John Colpepper; son of Anthony 
Gruttendens son of Henry Cruttenden (d. 1581) of Robenden, Kent, Eng- 
land, 


The Greene Line 


The Greene Line is considered at this point since the remainder 
of this account of the Crittenden Family is concerned with Robert 
Greene Crittenden and his descendants, 


The Greene Family is one of great antiquity (3), tracing to Alfred 
the Great, King of inglend; to Henry, King of Germany (876); and to 
Romulus Il, Emperor of Constantinople. It was connected with the 
Greenes of Northamptonshire, Imgland, One of the earliest on record 
was Alexander de Boketon (1336) who took the name ATT Greene or de la 
Greene, The Boketon Manor House was known as an estate before the 
Norman Conquest. It was situated as a parish in the southern division 
of Northamptonshire, now known as Broughton, 


Thomas de Greene married Lady Lucy de Zouch. Their son, Sir 
Thomas de Greene, was Lord of Broughton, His son, Sir Thomas de Greene 
(It) was also Lord of Broughton. His son, Sir Henry de Greene, was 
lord Chief Justice of England in 1353. His son, Sir Henry de Greene 
(II), was Lord of Greene Norton and married Matilda Manchet. ‘The line 
was then successively Thomas Greene, John Greene, Robert Greene, Rich- 
ard Greene, Sr., and Richard Greene, Jr., who came from Bowbridge, 
England, to Boston in 1635 and later settled in Providence, Rhode 
island. Then there were Dr, John Greene, Janes Greene, and finally 
John Greene (b. 1673), the Colonial soldier who cane from Providence, 
Rhede Island to Sussex County, Virginia, 


John Greene's son was Peter Greene, Sr., who was born in Sussex 
County in 1707 and who married a Miss Miles of Connecticut. Two of 
Peter's sons were Frederic and Peter, Jr. Derick Green, son of Peter 
Green and wife Diana, was born in Sussex County, November 10, 1732 (k) 
(Peter Brannon, descendant of Peter, Jr., states that "Greene" was 
olten soelled "Green" and that Derick was a contraction for Frederick 
or brecdesic)., The nawe of Frederic Greene or Frederick Green appears 
ae a boO,c1er of the American evolution in the Bureau of Pensions 
though 1. «Lalu for pension or bounty lands was ever made on account 
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of his service. ip 


Frederic married Frances Crittenden, daughter of Henry Crittenden 
on January 23, 1779 (2). Apparently Frederic and Frances Greene had 
only two children, although Frederic had several children by an eax~- 
lier marriage. Their children were Robert and dohn (5), the latter 
being incorrectly identified as Frederic, Jr., by Roger Crittenden (1). 


Frederic made his will April 23, 1785, and it was proved January 
22, 1787 (6). His legatees were wife Frances to whom he left Negroes 
Dick, Jim, Winny, and Winny's children until division of estate, also 
stock, cattle, and plantation of 26 acres; son Clement 100 acres 
"whereon he now lives"; daughter Jane Peebles Negro Bob "she now has"; 
sons Thomas, Mark, Raleigh, John, Benjamin, William, and Robert 
Negroes and remainder of land on Meherrin River to be sold and after 
payment of just debts remainder to be divided among them, The execu- 
tors were son Clement, Brittan Peebles, and Henry Crittenden. 


Frances Greene died in 1795 (Roger €rittenden and Crittenden 
Marriott recorded incorrectly that Frederic also died in 1795}, after 
their mother's death, Robert and Jehn went to live with their Uncle 
Robert in Northampton County, North Carolina, where Johw died in 1797.

Robert Greene became the ward of his Uncle Robert and took thie 
legal name Robert Greene Crittenden. Robert Crittenden died in 1806, 
naming Robert Greene Crittenden as his sole heir and bequeathing him 
land, slaves, and personal property. 


Robert Greene Crittenden often visited his Uncle John in Kentucky. 
He and his cousin, John Jordan, became fast friends, After his Uncle 
Robert's death, Johm Jordan insisted that he settle with them in Ken- 
tucky, Although he did not accept, the cousins continued to correspond 
until the time of the War Between the States, 


Another cousin, the Reverend Myles Greene, had moved to Miiledpe-~ 
ville, Georgia, early in the 19th Century as an itinerant Methodist, 
preacher, It was his invitation plus the prospect of profitable cotton 
production that induced Robert Greene Crittenden to move to Gecrpvia, 

He sold his lands in North Garolina and moved to Milledgeville in 1807, 
being the only member of the Essex County Branch to settle in Georpia, 
He married Nancy Crowder, daurhter of Bushroed Crowder, in Milledreville. 


In the Lepartment of Archives und History, he is recerded as a 


State Senator from Baldwin County in 1625. A democrat, he enjoyed a 
State-wide reputation as a constructive degisialor, We was piven the 
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honorary title of Colonel by his associates. 


He sold his land in Baldwin and Hancock Counties in 1825 and 
moved to Bealsville in the present Talbot County. Here he was a 
pioneer in Creek Indian territory. From Elias Beals, he bought the 
‘two-story, eight~room house which was the inn used as the overnight 
stop on the stage route O miles out from Columbus, a day's travel. 
(Bealsville was on the old public road to Talbotton about 1-1/2 miles 
south of Woodland). He operated the inn which was also his home, He 
bought a large tract of forested land near the inn, He used his slaves 
to clear and cultivate this land. 


He was a member of the Board of Trustees for the Female Academy of 
Talbotton. This institution was chartered in 1830 and later became the 
famous La Vert Female College. 

After about 20 years, Robert Greene Crittenden sold the inn to 
Peter F. Mahone and moved to Macon County, Alabama, where he lived for 
a few years, He afterwards lived with his son, Cincinnatus D., in 
Schley County, Georgia, and Dale County, Alabama. He died in 1868 and 
was buried in the old Darien Church cemetery near Ozark. His wife, 
Nancy Crowder, died at the home of her son in Dale County in 1860, 
(Their headstones now located at Pleasant Hill).

John settled near Greenville in 1856 but found the area whealthy 
and moved to Oakey Streak about 1857, He bought a large plantation and 
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built a colonial mansion usins slave labor, A granddaughter, Mrs. 
Laurin avant of Andalusia, owned 1520 acres of his plantation in 1956, 


Judge Cincinnatus D. Crittenden, Sr. (1315-1889) 
and 
Emmalin? Amanda Mahone Crittenden (1820-1390) 


The Christian name, Cincinnatus, is unusual. An interesting 
family legend attempts to account for its origin. According to tradi- 
tion the Robert Greene Crittendens and the Athons were near neighbors 
in Baldwin County. Tradition relates that when a boy was born to the 
Crittendens on August 11, 1815, Aunt Kizzie Athon said, "Name him 
Cincinnatus as a memorial of the membership of his grandfather in the 
Order of Cincinnati". The legend probably was in error, "Aunt Kigzie" 
may have said 'tName him Cincinnatus as a memorial of the membership of 
his grandmother's brother in the Order of Cincinnati", At any rate, 
there is no official record of the membership of Frederic Greene but 
Captain-Lieutenant John Crittenden was an Original Member of the Virvi- 
nia Society. 


When Cincinnatus was about ten years oid, his family moved to 
Talbot County. He graduated from the Dr. Carlyle P. Beeman High School 
in 1835, This school, also mown as the Villa School, was located at 
Mt, Zion in Hancock County and demanded gentlemanly conduct as well as 
scholarship of its students, (According to Knight, two of Georgia's 
most noted ante-bellum educators, Nathan S, 5S. and Carlisle P. Beeman 
taught at Mt. Zion). 


Concinnatus married his childhood sweetheart, Emmaline Mahone, on 
November 19, 1835. He always said, “I fell in love so carly I never 
had a chance to run around," 


People were attracted to the Bealsville comaunity by the good soil, 
the convenience of a post office and supply stores, and by the Mahone 
milling industries. Cincinnatus became a real estate operator and 
bought and sold 10 farms during the first year of his marriage, He 
enlisted in the army at Columbus in 1836 for the Indian Wars but fortu- 
nately these were of short duration, 


He was clerk of the Talbot County Superior Court for a few years, 
Then he was appointed by the Governor as Judge of the Inferior Court, 


He sold his land in Talbot County in 1846 and moved to Sumter 
Sounty where he had bought 1400 acres of heavily forested land. This 
plantation was about seven miles northeast of Americus on the Bumphead 
public road. He first erected a sawmill and a grist mill and then built 
a typical antebellum two-story home ornamented with the usual hish-f'ront 
columns, 
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Here he lived among his relatives who were his neighbors, They 
included Robert Greene Crittenden (father); Oliver A, Crittenden 
(brother); Nancy Andrews (sister), wife of John Andrews; Martha Walker 
(sister); William Marshall (cousin of his wife); Caroline (aunt of his 
wife), wife of Joel Reese; Caroline (wife's sister), wife of Joel Reese, 
Jr.3 Frederic Judkins Greene (cousin); and others, 


Department of Archives and History record that Cincinnatus D. 
Crittenden, Sr. was a democrat, He was a state senator from Schley 
County (created partly from Sumter in 1857) in 1860, He vigorously 
opposed the Ordinance of Secession as inexpedient, contending that the 
people of Georgia should defend their constitutional rights as a 
Sovereign State of the Union, and if necessary fight under the old 
Flag. 


His slaves increased in numbers. By 1860 he had cleared ali the 
arable land on the plantation, Consequently, he sold the place in 
December of that year and moved to Dale County, Alabama, where he had 
bought 1100 acres of original forest land. His reputation as a union- 
ist followed him to Alabama and some of his new neighbors watched him 
with suspicion, doubting his loyalty to the Confederacy, When war 
came, however, he was appointed Colonel of Militia for Dale County by 
the Governor. 


Two of his sons, Robert F., and Hiram A., were volunteer soldiers 
of the Confederacy. Robert F, organized the 33rd Alabama infantry, 
C.5.A. The flag of this company is preserved in the hall of the Depart- 
ment of Archives and History Building in Montgomery. To the flag is 
attached a card bearing this inscription: "Capt. Robert F. Crittenden 
raised a company of 103 men in Dale County and they were mustered into 
Confederate service at Greenville. Captain Crittenden was subsequently 
a major and a colonel in the outfit. He was captured at Nashville and 
imprisoned at Johnson's Island." 


Although Cincinnatus D. Crittenden, Sr., lost 80 slaves through 
emancipation, he never expressed regret. The first year after the end 
of the war, he erected mills on Claybank Creek for sawing lumber, 
grinding corn and wheat, and cleaning rice, The place was known as 
Crittenden's Mill long after the mills were gone and was selected as 
the site for the dam forming Lake Tholocco, The lake and the old 
Crittenden plantation are a part of the present Fort Rucker military 
reservation, 


With the exception of the years 1880-1881, when he lived at Ward's 
Station, Randolph County, Georgia, he continued to live on his farm in 
Dale County until his death in 1889, He was buried in Rehobeth Cemetery, 
Shellman, Georgia, His wife, Kmmaline, died at the home of their son, 
liram, in Shellman, Jamary 15, 1890, He was the first member of his 
family to join the Methodist Episcopal Church,although his wife was a 
member prior to their marriage. 
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One who knew Cincinnatus well described his personality as com- 
bining the prominent characteristics of his four sons--the humor of 
Bob, the philosophy of Hiram, the family love of Fernando, and the 
self-confidence of Cinc. He was further described as a Christian 
gentleman of the Old South--soldier and patriot, chivalrous in manner, 
always considerate of age, and a lover of children. 

As for his wife who was his loving companion for 53 years, it was 
said that the adversities following the war only ripened and sweetened 
her love as a wife and mother.

(Immaline Amanda Mahone married Cincinnatus D. Crittenden) 


"Late in the Colonial period or during the early years of the 
American Revolution certain members of the Mahone family left their 
ancestral home in Ireland to seek a newer abode in Virginia, The 
records of the family during these years are few in number and leave 
much to conjecture. It would appear, however, that one member of the 
family settled in Surry County, another passed on to Chesterfield 
County, while a third member moved on to the southwest in the direction 
of Patrick County. It was of the first mentioned branch of the family 
that General William Mahone was a descendant." (1) 


The wedding bonds of Peter Mahone and Mary Anne Flournoy may be 
found in the Virginia State Library, Richmond. They were married in 
Chesterfield County, February 6, 1784. Two of their sons married 
sisters, Peter Flournoy Mahone married Elizabeth Henry Marshall and 
Thomas Mahone married Nancy Marshall, Some Mahones, descendants of 
Thomas, were among the early settlers near Auburn and were educated at 
old Auburn College (2) prior to the Civil War. 


Peter Flournoy Mahone (1793-1850) 
and 
Elizabeth Henry Marshall Mahone (1800-185) (3) 


Peter Flournoy Mahone was born in Virginia, January 27, 1793. His 
wife, daughter of Stephen and Elizabeth Marshall, was born March 8, 1800, 
probably in Warren County, Georgia, Accompanied by two of Hlizabeth's 
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brothers, they moved to Putnam County in 1818, soon after their marri- 
age. In 1821 they moved to the wilderness of Big Lazer Creek in 
Talbot County before the Indian claims were liquidated and the lands 
in West Georgia surveyed. 


Peter came with his wife and baby and a train of wagons loaded 
with supplies, including machinery for a sawnill, For six months his 
family and slaves lived under temporary shelters while land was 
cleared and a sawmill erected on an arm of the creek, Later he built 
a grist and flour mill which enjoyed a large patronage from a wide 
territory. 


The Mahones were members of the Providence Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Peter was a man of culture endowed with a good brain and a 
striking personality. He had a knack for making money easily. 


He moved to Talbotton in later life and bought the hotel which 
he operated for several years. Here a traveling artist painted his 
portrait in oil showing him dressed in a tuxedo and white ruffled 
shirt (This portrait was owned in 1932 and more recently by Reese 
Andrews of Plains, Georgia). 


He was a member of the State Convention in 1839 and a state sena- 
tor in 181. He was a Whig. He refused to stand for re-election say- 
ing, "I swore that I did not use any money in my campaign for senator. 
I didn't, but I gave away more meal at my mill than I would if not a 
candidate,'! 


He died at his residence in Talbotton, August 9, 1850, followed 
by his wife, June 3, 185, Both are buried in the old rock-walled 
family cemetery, about half a mile west of the public road to Beals- 
ville near Little Lazer Creek,

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The Flournoy Line 
(Mary Anne Flournoy married Peter Mahone) 


The Flournoys were an ancient and distinguished French Huguenot 
family. The sole Protestant in his family, Laurent Flournoy, who lived 
about the middle of the 16th Century in the village of Flournois near 
Vassy in Champagne (41), is considered the founder of the family. He 
fied te Lyons after the massacre of Huguenots at Vassy in 1562 and 
married Gabrielle Mellin; he went to Geneva after the massacre of St. 
Bartholomew in 1572 (1,h). 


Jean Flournoy was the son of Laurent and Gabrielle. He was born 
in 157 and married Francis Mussard (l). 


Jacques Flournoy was the son of Jean and Francis. He was born in 
1608 and married Judith Puerari. He was a lapidarist and merchant 
jeweler of Geneva (h). 


Jacob Flournoy, the son of Jacques and Judith, was born January 5, 
1663, Before emigrating, he was a goldsmith of Geneva, He was married 
three times, He married Martha Morel, daughter of French parents, in 
Geneva, February lh, 1685 (2). She was but 1h years old when they were 
married and he sent her to boarding school seven years before they set 
up heusekeeping, The name of his second wife is not recorded, His 
eras a Hollander, Madeline Prodham, whom he married December 
9, 1703 (1). 


AL] three of hie wives have been listed as the mother of Francis 
and the other children who came to America with him, Although it was 
apparently his second wife who emigrated with him, there is good 
reasen to believe that Martha was the mother of the children. 


Jacob emigrated with the greatest single movement of Huguenots to 
Virginia, This was about 1700 when four boatloads left London with 
about. 800 passengers (3). He came in the second debarkation when 
"Jacob Fleurnois, sa femme, 2 garcons and 2? fille were among the passen- 
gers from London to James River in Va. Being French refugees Imbarked 
in the ship ye Peter and Anthony, Galley, of London" (5). 


One account states that Jacob established himself near Williams- 
burg (1), and another that he settled in Chesterfield County on the 
south side of the James River on what was called the "Old Hundred Road" 
(2). It is probable that he was one of the early Huguenot settlers at 
Mannikin Town and many years later Flournoy was one cf the more familiar 
names in Powhatan County (3). ‘The fact that he seems to have setiled 
in the town made famous by Pocahontas and Captain John Smith probably 
accounts for some of his descendants, six or seven generations Later, 
claiming Pocahontas as an ancestor, 
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Jacob had a horror of Catholicism and such a dislike of the 
tyranny of the French government and intolerance of the Catholic 
Church that he forbade his children to speak the French Language. 

He became the founder of the Flournoy family in America. He made 
stump speeches in favor of a Republican form of Government long before 
the Revolutionary War. He was well educated and large audiences would 
gather to hear him speak (2). He was a Captain in the Colonial Wars 
(1). There are mumerous land grants recorded to him and his son 
Francis in Henrico and Goochland Counties (5). 


Francis was one of the young children who came with Jacob from 
London. Francis married Mary Gibson. He mst have died prior to 
March 3, 1773, for his will was proved on that date, and is recorded 
in the Will Book of Chesterfield County (5). 


Among the children of Francis and Mary were Gibson and Josiah (2). 
Gibson married Mary Farmer, CA 1755. 

Mary Ann, daughter of Gibson and Mary Flournoy, married Peter 
Mahone February 6, 178 (2). Their son, Peter Flournoy Mahone, was 
born January 27, 1793 (see Mahone Line). 

Many of the Flournoys moved to Georgia after the Revolutionary 
War and became leading pioneer citizens, One of Mary Am's brothers, 
William, was a loyal pioneer Baptist and one of the 26 men who founded 
Mercer University, Another brother, Josiah, founded famed Collings-~ 


worth Institute at Talbotton, Georgia. A third brother, Peter, was 4 
farmer and school teacher,

The early generations of thig line were residents of Accomack 
County, Virginia, an eastern shore county on the peninsula lying 
between Chesapeake Bay and the ocean, Most of the information about 
these early Marshalls was obtained from "Wills and Administrations, 
Aecomack County, Va. 1663-1800", and similar county records (1). 

The probable succession of generations is suggested by the names of 
children, parents, and other relatives mentioned in the wills. 


Apparently William Marshall, will proved January 27, 1761, was 
the first recorded member of the line. He mentioned sons William, 
John, Soloman, Daniel, George, and Levin; daughters Mary, Elizabeth, 
and Leah; and wife Elizabeth in his will. 


The next in line, John Marshall, is identified only by an entry 
in his son's will, The son, Daniel, referred to ‘tall the land my 
father John Marshall gave me where I now live on the Seaside", 


The next in line, Daniel Marshall, further identified their resi- 
dence by giving "all my land on Assateague to be divided between my 
surviving children’. (Assateague Island is identified on modern maps 
and lies just below the Delaware line). Daniel's will was proved 
February 28, 1775. He mentioned wife Sarah; sons Peter, Daniel, 
Skinner, John, and Stephen; and daughters Sarah and Esther. He also 
mentioned Thomas and Charles Marshall but did not give their relation- 
ship. 


Then there was Stephen Marshal] whose will was proved January 30, 
1797. He mentioned father Daniel; wife Tabitha; sons John, Skinner, 
James, and Stephen; and daughters Polly and Leah. (Tabitha was his 
second wife, married October 12, 1784, and the widow of Nehemiah Mar- 
shall. She was the mother of Polly and Leah but not of the boys --~ 
Land Causes, Accomack County, 1727-1826), 


Stephen Marshall was an officer in the American Revolution accord- 
ing to an entry in the "Revolutionary Soldiers and Sailors from Acco- 
mach County, Virginia," ‘The entry follows: "29 July, 1777, p. 12 -- 
Ordered that the following Persons be recommended to Governor as fitt 
persons to be Commissioned Officers of the Militia of this County viz: 
Charles Marshall Captain ..... Stephen Marshall Ensign.” 
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Stephen Marshall (1747 - 1831) 
and 
Elizabeth Burt Marshall 


The identification of Halifax County, North Carolina, as Stephen 
Marshall's birthplace is apparently an error (2), since all family 
tradition refers to the Virginia origin. He did live for a time in 
North Carolina and married Hlizabeth, daughter of Joseph and Elizabeth 
Burt, in Halifax County. Some of his children were born there. 


He moved to Warren County, Georgia, some time before 1800 and was 
commissioned Captain Co. Batt. Regt. "Mt, March 7, 1800, He moved to 
Putnam County about 1807-1808 where White listed him as one of the 
first settlers, He died in that county in 1831, leaving an estate of 


$33,256.50. 


Among the children were Nancy, born 1794, married Colonel Thomas 
Mahone; William Blount, born 1796 in North Carolina; Elizabeth Henry, 
born March 8, 1800, married Peter Flournoy Mahone (see Mahone line); 
and Stephen B. The son, William Blount Marshall was a member of the 
Georgia House of Representatives, a state senator, and a delegate to 
the Secession Convention, 


Family tradition links this branch of the family with Chief Just- 
ice John Marshall. Roger S. Crittenden wrote that Elizabeth Henry 
Marshall was a member of the Virginia family of well-kmown jurists (3). 
Another descendant wrote that Grandmother always said we were of the 
Chief Justice John Marshall's family -- so far I haven't been able to 
prove the connection (letter from Mrs. Percy H, Perkins, Jr., Atlanta). 


fhe Chief Justice was born 1755 and was the son of Thomas Marshall, 
a small farmer who lived in the wilderness on the Virginia frontier in 
the western part of Prince William County which in 1759 became Fauquier. 
He was the grandson of John Marshall, The frequent use of the Christian 
name John by both families lends some credence to the traditional 
relationship, It is doubtful if connection can ever be proved, however, 
and if it were the relationship would probably be remote. The Chief 
Justice's Marshall ancestors were of Welch derivation. This suggests 
the possible Welch ancestry of the Stephen line.

On the reverse side of the “pole” sheets were the tallies of 
votes without any indication as to the offices for which any man 
was running. The tally showed, H. Toulman, 52; Theodore 
Brightwell, 0; Cowles Mead, 0; Wm. Lattimore, 0: T. R. Read, 
52. From other sources it was found that the first two were up 
for the legislature, and the last three for Congress. 


Two facts about this election are very remarkable, and 
probably seldom, if ever, duplicated. The first is that these men 
by some process reached an agreement and voted unanimously. 
This probably could not have been done if any of the candidates 
had lived in the county. 


The other remarkable thing is the distance some of these 
men traveled in order to cast their ballots. James Ware lived 
at Ware’s Bluff, now known as Martin’s Bluff, and John Cumbest 
lived just across the river from him at what is now Moss Point. 
If they went up the west side of the river, they had to cross fer- 
ries on Bluff Creek, Red Creek, Black Creek, and probably the 
river, a round trip on horseback or on foot of over sixty miles, 
just to vote. 


Ware and Cumbest had both lived under Spanish rule, with 
no voting privileges, and were showing their appreciation. Also, 
the representative was the only county officer elected, the others 
heing appointed by the legislature; hence the choice of a legis- 
lator determined all officers.

Two days later oue of my best friends, a newspaner 
publisher, dropped dead in his office. He had been my 
first convert, and his death shocked me deeply. 

His death caused me to search my heart and sen: me 
to my knees. I prayed, “O Lord, help me to be ready if 
it’s my turn to bid farewell to family and friends. And 
help me to warn the people constantly from the pulpil.” 

I opened my Bible at the comforting 14th chapie: of 
John, and heard Christ’s voice again as He spuke the 
wonderful promise: “I will come again, and receive you 
unte myself; that where I am, there ye may be also.” 

I turned to Acts 1, and read the promise of the angels 
to the sorrowing disciples when Jesus ascended to gtary: 
“This same Jesus, which is taken ty from you into 
heaven, shall so come in like manner as ye have seen 
him go into heaven.” 


Then I read what the apostle Paul jubilantly penned 
to the church at Corinth: “Behold, I shew you a mys- 
tery; we shall not all sleep, but we shall all be vhanged, 
in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the Jast 
trump: for the trumpet shall sound, and the dead shall 
be raised incorruptible, and we shall be changed” (1 
Corinthians 15:51, 52). 

Recently I rejoiced afresh in my hilltop experience. 
A Christian friend demanded, “What do you mean by 
rapture? That word is not in my Bible.” Naturally 1 
was taken abak. Rapture, translation, first yesur- 
rection — what's in a name? Didn’t all Christians he- 
lieve in that glorious évent? 

J took from my desk the poem which the Lord had 
given me upon my bed that night. As I read it afresh, 
an awesome sense of the imminence of the Lord’s re- 
turn caused me to tremble. I felt the Lord was 
speaking to my heart, warning me gently but with 
unmistakable urgency to be ready. 


I thought of all the scriptures there are in the 
Bible concerning the sécond coming of Christ and the 
catching away of the Church, I felt an overwhelming 
pity for my frietd who doubted these things. Oh, the 
tricks that the devil plays on some Christian people, 
causing them to doubt the plain statements that are 
in the written Word! 

I thought absttt the spiritual condition of my little 
flack. “Supposing the Bridegroom should come to- 
night for His Bride,” I mused, “how many would He 
find wearing @ wedding garment without spot or 
wrinkle?” 

It is a solemnizing thought. A well-known evange- 
list who has led thousands to Christ recently stated 
that the race is rushing headlong toward a climax, a 
consummation. He quoted Sir Winston Churchill and 
sther world leaders to prove that the world !s em- 
broiled in the “perilous times” and moral decay that 
the Bible predicted for the last days of this age, 

What an event that will be. “In the twinkling of an 
eye” our vile bodies shall be changed to be like the 
Saviour’s glorious body.

Two months after this, I heard of the Chris- 
tian Alliance, and that they prayed, in Jesus’ 
Name, for the sick. Mr. Mullins of our city, 
telegraphed to my brothers in Texas, that if 
they wanted to see me alive, they must come 
immediately, as prostration had set in.

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Pisgah -- Fifty Years Ago

God surely works in “mrsterious Ways His wonders 
to perform’. and a history of the gevies of erents that 
ftaally led the writer to Pisgah, some fifty years ago, 
is another illustration af the faithfulness of the blessed 
Holy Spirit, 

I was living in. Pittsburgh, Penna. and as each vear 
i suffered from hay fever and asthma, I determined to 
find. if possible. some place in the U.S.A, where I 
‘would not suffer from these unwelcome annaal visitors, 

I was at that time past thirty years of age, and a 
member of a very “straight-laced” church, v-here “divine 
healing” was unknown, and being unmarried, I was fres 
to go any place I desired. So, I went first to New Mexico 
and a year later on to California, still in quest of some 
place where hay fever was not found, 

I was on the Carter Ranch, about 250 miles north of 
Los Angeles, when in a conversation with one of the 
Jocal big ranch owners, he told me of a place called 
“Pisgah” or “Pisgah Home”, g religious work, in Los 
Angeles where they prayed for the sick and they were 
healed. Of course, this was all new to me, but I deter- 
mined I would investigate, In due course, I wrote to Dr. 
Yoakum and he invited me to visit Pisgah, which bad at 
that time bee in operation several years, 

I then wrote the Doctor, setting a date that I ex- 
pected to arrive at Pisgah. 

At that time he had-a suite of offices in downtown 
Los Angeles, about six miles from the main home and 
headquarters in Highland Park, near Pasadena, 


RECEPTION AT PISGAH 

Upon my arrival in above city, I went at once to the 
Pisgah office in the.Helman Bldg., where Dr. Yoakum 
had several connecting rooms or offices. 

When I entered the. reception room, I found a number 
of people waiting ta see Dr, Yoakum, who was in his 
private office which, adjoined, aad his head secretary 
who had her.desk and typewriter in this 
room. greeted me aud asked me to be seated, (Apparent- 
ly she knew I. was expected.) 

In a few minutes the secretary went to the door open- 
ing into the private office and knocked and after a 
short whispered ‘conversation, the secretary turned to 
me and said, “Doctor ‘says come into his office.” This 
Y did. and he ereeted tne and said: “Stand here and you 
will see something.” There was a row of eight or ten 
meu stauding in a line and Dr. Yoakum was praying 
for each-case, according to the man’s petition or need— 
dust a little short prayer over each ane, He had praved 
for four ov five of these men, when there was a vap at 
his office door and there followed a short conversation 
in a very low tone. He then trened to tha ether we 
he bad not yet reached in prayer, and said: “I must 
leave, come back tomarrow,” and turning to me, he 


said that 9 woman was dying of tuberculosis, and 
added: “Come with me and you will see something 
mare.” : 


A car aud driver were waiting and afrer going several 
miles to the south part of Los Angeles. we reached a 
cottsgze, where the sick woman lived. Fler mather con- 
ducted us to the bedroom where we found the ailing 
ane. aged about twenty-fire, much emaciated and ob- 
viously in the last stages of T.B.. scarcely able te sit up 
in bed. Doctor Yoakum prayed very briefly for the sick 
gitl and then said to ber: “We have a meeting at two 
o'clock this afternoon at the church, corner of Highth 
ant Maple. and you be there,” or words to that effect, 

When we arrived at a point near Dr. Yoakum’: down- 


town off_lee. he said: “After you have your line): come 
to the meeting at Wighth and Maple”,

This miracle was only the begianlng of a series of 
events, healings, miracles — mighty works of God, 1 
saw done during the next few months, that I spent all 
my time at Pisgah Home headquarters, 

Doctor Yoakum “took me under hig wing,” as it were, 
from the day of my arrival at Pisgah and on down 
through the ensuing years, till the time of his death in 
‘L920. (God, apparently, had given Brother Yoakum an 
urge to be a real father to me.) : 


He appointed me one of the elders of the Pisgah 
organization and he became not only me spiritual 
father, advisor and director, but he provided the very 
best of facilitles for me to study the inner workings of 
Pisgah at short range, making me qa sort of “under- 
atudy” or protege of his, thotigh at that time, neither he 
nor I had any idea that some day, I would be in charge 
of the Pisgah work. , 


Even as early in the history of Pisgah, as the time 


whei I first came into the work set forth herein. it was 
becoming a great work, quite unique in character — the 
enly one just like it at‘ that time, and was attracting 
attention all over America, Canada and across the 
Atlantic. People from various walks of life were arriy- 
ing to observe the work God was doing. Clergymen mak- 
ing up the majority of these visitors, most of the time, 
there belng present at least several ministers of the 
Gospel at the main home in Laos Angeles, which then 
housed about W78 workers,

Pisgah from its very inception has been.a pioneering 
work, Very early in its activities the ministry of the 
blest handkerchiefs (Acts 19:11-12) became a perman- 
ent part of the work. In fact, this particular ministry 
now quite common in America, as far as we.are able 
to ascertain, was first introduced and practiced in this 
country at Pisgah, : ; 


MY FIRST ASSIGNMENT 

I shall probably always remenibey the first case that 
Brother Yoakum asked me to pray for — a very sick 
person, (This was some montis after my arrival at 
Pisgab.) On this particular day, Brother Yoakum was 
at his own home, a couple of blocks from the main 
buildings at Pisgah, and he sent a uote to me to go toa 
certain address, a mile or more distant, to pray for an 
Ttalian who was dying. This man Was a Roman Catholic, 
and his priest had administered the “last sacrament” te 
this sick man. and in the natural, everything indicated 
“the end.” Howerer, after a short prayer, I asked the 
man if he did not wish to arise, and he arose from his 
bed at once, God healed him right then and inside of five 
or ten minutes, he walsad-to the door witu me to bid 
me “Good-by.” * 

In these early dars at " Pisgah, the communion or 
sacrament and footwashing services, (first the commun. 
fou, then the footwashing) were held the same evening 
in the “Upper Room” at the main building and were 
most impressive and spiritual, there being always 100 
or more workers present at these services. 

Brother Yoakum always Was in charge of these meet- 
ings, and to wash personally the feet of a hundred or 
more workers, men and women, was quite a task, So, 
when he had washed the feet of about half of the work- 
ers present, he would let me “take over" and finish 
the footwashing and at last he would wash muy feet, 

Tt was at just such a time, when Brother Yoakum was 
down on his knees washing my feet, that he looked up 
into my face, and said: “Brother White, do you know 
what this means? This is a bond between thee and me, 
between your house and my hotse forever.’ [ did not 
then know, but In after years. I understood. what God 
wished me to comprehend iu this connection, 

GOD'S LOVE 

In the large dining room in the main building at the 
Pisgah headquarters, was the iuserlplion in vety large 
letters: “He took me into His banqueting hall and His 
banner over me was love”, and we often heard much 
regarding what was termed, God's “White-heated love”, 
in fact, that love seemed a definite part of Fisgah, 

Tt wag the love of Ged manifested in Brother Yoa- 
kum’s heart and in the hearts of those in charge of the 
different departments of the work, as well as in the 
hearts and lives of the many workers, under the di- 
rection of the blessed Holy Spirit, that made Pisgah the 
great work it was then, and — it is what in these last 
days, will make it possible for Pisgah to continue to 
shine and be a mighty blessing to multitudes, 

Of course, there is a great deal I could relate, in fact, 
a whole volume regarding Pisgah as I knew it then and 
later on, that would be most interesting and helpful to 
detail, but space forbids, 

However, in this issue of the Pisgah Journal there is 
an article by Sister White regarding “Pisgah in the 
early days”, that gives details of some other phases of 
the work, she having come into Pisgah a couple _ of 
years after my arrival at the headquarters.

MY CALL TO PISGAH 


How shall T praise my God for Eis Breat goodness tp 


me, .Fiis humble servant? “The lines have Callen unty. 


me in pleasant places; yea, I have a goodly heritage,” 
Psa. 16:6. How was it that I came to Pisgah forty-elgbe | 
years ago? Because the Lord set His love upon me to 
deliver me from the cruel bondage of the devil and to 
give me @ place in His service, Psa, 91:14, 

For many years of my young life, l was a semi-inralid 
and at the age of thirty-two came down to the gates of 
death with tuberculosis of the lungs. Then God made a 
way for me. He sent Brother F. 1, Yoakum, the founder

nia, to Calgary, Canada, to pray for me. Long years [ 
had firmly believed in divine healing, The Holy Spirit 
showed to me God's promises to heal, in my own Bible, 
but in Canada, my home, God’s healing was not known. 

Now was my opportunity, From Melfort, Sask, 
Canada, to Calgary was about 500 miles, Though very 
weak and ill, I arose and went, lying in the train most 
of the way. On May 24th, 1918, F was instautly and per. 
fectly healed in a tent meeting, when Brother Yoakum 
prayed for me. Next day while sitting in the meeting, 
God called me to Pisgah. When I told my parents of my 
call, they rejoiced and praised God. A year Jater I en. 
tered the Pisgah Home in Los Angeles, California, as 9 
workiug sister, ” 

During the year spent at my home, immediately fal. 
lowing my healing, the Lord was greatly glorified. 
Friends and relatives not only were convinced that I 
was healed but also that my healing was permanent, 
When they saw me engaging jin all kinds of work, they 
belleved God had really performed a miracle, 


PISGAH HOME - 

When I went to Pisgah there were 175 persons in the 
main home. Many of this number were regular workers, 
Others hail come from different parts of the United 
States, Canada, England and even South America, for 
healing. During their stay in Pisgah, these also helped 
in the work. In the large dining room were seven tables 
and over an archway wag painted in very large letters, 
“He took me inte His banqueting house and His banner 
Over me was love.” On the second floor of the main 
home, one room was called the Watch Tower. Here 
prayer was golug up to God by day and by night. Praver 
was the strength of the Pisgah work. All letters that 
arrived the previous day from miauy parts of the world, 
were there. Also lists of all kinds and classes of peo 
ple were there for prayer, In the morning meeting three 
persons valunteered and were get aside for this holy 
service, The day watch was from 8 am, to § Dm. and 
the night watches from 6 p.m, till 12 p.m, and from 12 
p.m. fo 6 a.m, 

Krery Sunday afternoon came the big meeting of tha 
week, From all parts of Los Angeles and from surround- 
ing towns the peotte eame for prayers, for salvation and 
healing. Over add over the altar was filled, People were 
healed of all matiner of sicknesses, Cripples were pray: 
ed for, left their crutches and walked away, rejoiving 
and praising God. Those unable to walk were carried in 
on cots and placed before the allar. The walls of the 
tall Tabernacle built of rough boards were decorated 
with the canes, crutches, braces and wheel chairs of 
those who had been healed, Across the front of the 
auditorium, some 25 feet from the ground aud reaching 
from side to side, was a “string’, which a closer ex 
amination revealed was made up of hundreds of tobac- 
co pipes, each having a hole punched through the bawd 
and string on &@ wire with the stems hanging downward, 
These pipes had been the property of men who came to 
Pisgah, found salvation and were delivered from the 
curse of tobacea. 

Erery now and then, especially when funds were 
short, a “Feast for the poor’ was given on a Sundar, 
About 9 a.m. six of eight workers were sent out in pairs, 
supplied with a goodly number of five cent pieces 
(street car fare tras then only a nickle). Each couple 
Was asgigtied to a district in the poorer section of T.oz 
Angeles, near some car Hine, Other Pisgah workerg 
brought to each of above concentration points the 
poorest of the poor; men from “Skid Row” and any 
other man or woman they contacted who looked 
hungry. These needy ones in. groups of from six to a 
dozen persons, were dispatched on a@ street car in the 
care of a worker, to Pisgah Lome. On arrival at the 
home, they were served a meal, to them probably a 
feast and then they remained for the afternoon meet- 
ing, after which most of these people were given car: 
fare to return to their homes. Some others, not having 
a “home” remained and were taken care of at Plsgat 

Some eight blocks from the main home was the Atk, 
a home where some twenty delinquent girls and women 
were cared for. Here were epileptics, weakminded, uns 
wed mothers and at times an alcoholie, Another Wateh 
Tower was there, 

Close by was the Pisgah free store; nothing was sold:! 
everything was freely given to the poor, 

PISGAH GARDENS ' 

After a few days in the main home, f was taken ta 

Pisgah Gardens, a small ranch 20 miles distant in the 
San Fernando Valley. Here weré hundreds of fruit treess' 
apricot, pear, plum and pef@h and much of the frul€ 
was dried for use in the vaFious branches of the wort, 
Also much of it was freely Zlven to the needy. Quant 


tles of regeinbles were also taised, . 
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Here were brought all the tubercular cases who came 
to Pisgah for healing, and most of the cancer cases. 
Some forty persons, patients and workers, comprised 
the family at the Gardens, 

Sister Margarette Oltman, who some years previous 
was healed of tuberculosis, and called to Pisgah, was 
in charge at the Gardens, She was a very spiritual per- 
son and most faithful in the work, especially in minister- 
ing to the sick ones under her care. Many: times she 
went in the night, with her lantern in her hand, to pray 
for a patient who was very ill, While all there may not 
hare been healed, all had opportunity for salvation and 
most of them were gaved. Brother James Cheek was 
one of those healed of tuberculosis and for many years, 
he wag one of Pisgah’s main workers. Time and again 
Sister Margarette saw an angel standing in the rustic 
dining room at Pisgah Gardens. Under her directions, 
I supervised the drying of great quantities of fruit. 

While there, one night, in a small prayer meeting, I 
was baptized in the Holy Ghost. It was a glorious ex- 
pewience, singing and praising God first in English, then 
in a language that I knew not. A few days after my 
marvelous healing in:1918, while seeking God for the 
Baptism, I received a wonderful infilling of His Spirit. 
God talked to me and asked me for every thing I possess- 
ed or ever would possess in this life. I yielded all to 
Hin. Then He filled me with His love. It flowed through. 
me from head to foot andI was a new creature in 
Christ Jesus. Twenty years prior to this I gave le 
to God forever and was definitely saved. 


PISGAH GRANDE 

After two months at Pisgah Gardens, Brother’ Yoa- 
kuni took mié to Pisgah Grande. This was then a new 
branch of the work, opened only a year earlier, fifty 
miles from Los Angeles, consisting of 8,000 acres of 
mowntainous land, seven miles from Santa Susanna, A 
red brick kitchen and dining room were in course of 
coustruction and the woikers, some two dozen, lived in 
tents scattered over the hillside. Our kitchen was: a 
space 12 feet by 12 feet, enclosed by a strip of white. 
caivas and a young colored sister: was our cook, Our 
dining table, made of boards, stood just outside and: I. 
was table waiter, passing the hot biscuits to the broth-: 
ers eating breakfast Guieis on the cold, frosty. morn- 
ings. 

When I arrived in Grande, there was no tent for me, 
so a brother took a mattock and levelled a place on a 
hillside and there placed a double bed spring. For a 
number of weeks, Sister Helen Mullinger and I slept 
here together in the moonlight. It was wonderful to 
look up at the stars. One night I was wakened by the 
sound of heayenty music. It was clear and beautiful. I 
looked up and saw round shining things in the sky, and 
thought Jeers must be coming. I began to praise God 
aloud so that Sister Helen asked me what was the 
matter, 

Before the wenter rains began, a small tent 8 feet by 
16 feet was provided for me. Ii it was a bed, a stove 
made from a five gallon lard can. a chair and a small 
table with a coaloil Jamp on it. When my lamp was 
filled with oil, I felt rich indeed, In this tent I lived for 
two years. One winter I had witl me Sister Helena 
Braun. We gathered dry brush to feed our little stove 
and in very early morning read the Word of God by the 
ligut of her small lantern hung by a cord from the tent 
pole. 

Sometimes I was matron and again assistant matron 
aud daundress. Brother Yoakum brought from Los 
Angeles more and more prorts i+ Grande, William C. 
Stevens established a Bible Scheu there that 
some Young people from other states. My, how T enjoy: 


choy 


ed the Bible lessons. I had long wanted to go to But i 


School. Men were clearing the brush off tillable ? >! 
others cutting down trees for fuel; others makin: 
burning brieks; others building small red brick cot. 
tages. People came till there were 100 men Ou 
women and T was responsible to get all the washing 
done. Did we have a laundry with modern equipment? 
Oh, no, just hand machines set on the bank of the 
stream and the blue sky overhead, when it did not rain, 
which it did two or three days out of every week during 
the winter months. Every weel: 1 had two ves 
washings and it was a real prufiem to get all (his cloth- 
ing dried. On a washing maving, if the wood was soak- 
ing wet and everything luoked discouraging, Sister 
cyiglena would say to mu, “Sister Bessie, it is a good time 
opiraise the Lord,” and she would begin to sing song

Presently Brother Yoakum told me 
to sing a gong for them. Immediately, I rose and began 
to sing. By the time I reached the second verse, my 
voice was clear and strong. While matron in the home, 
I conducted the meetings In the absence of Brother 
ooo aud prayed for many needy and sick ones. 
CONCLUSION ' 

As may be quite clear from the foregoing, funds to 
purchase equipment of various sorts and to improve 
living conditions in the different new departments of 
the Pisgah work were very much limited. However, in 
spite ‘of the very crude surroundings, and extremely. 
plain food, God’s love was manilfested on every hand, 
and the Holy Spirit was active in ‘the hearts and minds 


of the workers and of those coming to Pisgah for help 
lines, and thé Lord made Pisgah a great t 
eternal life through Jesus Christ, our Lord.”

~. glad to hear from you. I have heard from two of the Carter descendants 


but yours was the firat and only so far from any of the Mizell family. 


I note that you say that James Mizell was your Grand- 
father and that he died in your vounty about 1880. He could not have 
been the James Mizell mentioned in Matthew Carter's letter to Griffin 
Mizell of Georgia dated Nov. 25, 1828 and written from his home in 
Jackson County, “iss. He wrote: "Your old uncle, James Mizell, is yet 
alive. I saw him at Camp-meeting and the most of his family; they Were 
all well at that time". That is the only reference I have found so far 
to James Mizell. So you can see that the James Mizell mentioned in the 
ketter was at that time, 1828, a very old man, probably $0 years or 75 
years old, and your James Mizell (your Grandfather) dying about 1880 
at the age of 75 or 80, could not have been the same man. [ have this 
idea about it, that your Grandfather James was a son of the old man 
James mentioned in the letter. I wish you Would check up on this 
and see if you can get up a list of your Grandfather's brothers and 
sisters and Who each one married and where they lived, also who their 
father and mother were.

Griffin Mizell of Georgia, was a son of William Mizell 
who granted land from the King of England before the Revolutionary War, 
or in other words, in 1773, this lgnd lying in what is now Bulloch 
county, Ga., near Savannah. [I have an old deed made by William Mizell 
in 1794 to his son Griffin Mizell for this land, ##@ 300 acres, and it 
Was a Veed of Gift from father to son, and that’ of course clearly estab-— 
lishes who Griffin Mizell's father was. Griffin Mizell of Georgia was 
born in 1767 and died in Lowndes county, Georgia, Nov.23,1846, age 79 
years; I have a copy of newspaper account of his death published at 
the time. So you see that James Mizell mentioned in the letter, was- 
a brother of William Mizell who guzanted the land in 1773, and that he 
James moved to Mississippi; where he was living in 1828. 


I note from your letter that your @randfather had a bro- 
ther by the name of Griffin Mizell. I assume he was named for his 
first cousin Griffin Mizell of Georgia. Be sure, please, to get me 
a list of the aegrexa brothers and sisters of your grandfather Mizell 
and who each married,and the names of all their children, if possible.

I shoulé 
say however that Matthew Carter wrote practically all the letters I have 
and later hxsxmanz William Barbour Carter, wrote a number of letters 

in the 1850s, after Matthew died in 1852. William Barbour Carter was 

a nephew ot Matthew Carter,so the lettera reveal,and was a son of 
William Carter. Now, the two Carter brothers formerly lived in 

Bulloch county,Ga., and moved to Mississippi about 1820, and the 

letters show they had the following sisters who moved to Mississippi 
also,with their respective husbands and childgean: Naomi who married 
William Goff, Casandra who married Edmond Goff, and Jane whose married 
name I have not learned from the letters. Naomi died Oct.14,1829 and 
her husband in 1832 married "a daughter of old man Malcolm Black who 
moved here(to Mississippi) from North Carolina" she being an old maid 
about 4O years of age. Jane died May 31, 1856. Another sister of - 
these Carters, married Griffin Mizeil in Bulloch county, Wa., May 29, ~ 
1797 and moved to Teltair county,Ua.,(in southern Georgia) where they 
dived from about 28% 14611 until 1846 when they moved to Lowndes county 
Georgia, in territory now in Brooks county of Which Quitman is the 
county-8ite. Mrs. Preston Brooks Phillips of Quitman, age 88, is 

a grand-daughter of Gtiffin Mizell and his wife Susannah Carter Mizell 
and has ali these old letters which her Grandfather received and kept. 


I have copies of only thirty-two letters so far. There are 
apparently that many, if not more than that many,more yet to be copied.

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AN OPEN LETTER TO THE 
U.S. SUPREME COURT 


“If the Court Please, | Object!” 


Gentlemen of the Court: 


I hereby take exception to some of the recent decisions handed down by your Honorable Body; and in particular : 
1. 1 Object to the ruling of the Court that the reading of the Bible and the saying of prayers in the public schools 
of the United States is in violation of the First Amendment of the Constitution of our Government, on the following 


premise. 


(A) I cannot find any record of the Congress having ever passed any law either requiring the reading of the Bible 
or prohibiting the same in schools. . { 


(B) The amendment reads “Congress shall make no law respecting any establishment of iligini or prohibiting 
the free exercise thereof. This demands a definition of what the founding Fathers had in mind when they used the 
word “‘religion” in the amendment. A study of the various encyclopedias on the subject of ‘‘religion” offers such 


a broad range of definitions that the term could be applied to almost the entire range of human emotions and actions. 
Just to quote one paragraph from ‘The American Peoples Encyclopedia’: ‘A person is religious when he reacts 
vitally to whatever he regards as of serious and ulterior concern. This definition involves the whole person (thought. 
feeling, and activity). It does not limit itself to any one particular religion. It does not involve good or bad ethics; 
for, the ‘‘whatever’’ may be a good, or a bad something. It is descriptive and not normative! There is no suggestion 
of how or to what a person ought to respond. It may or may not involve a god. The “whatever” may be Utopia. 
the good life in a better society; it may be a kind of abstract Brahman (as in Hinduism); it may be the goal of 
all existence; or even ideal man. The definition may seem very very broad; but it is restricted to a kind of response 
which involves a serious concern for what seems to matter to the person as he looks out beyond the immediate 
(ulterior). The definition might be turned into another phrase; the coneern is with that which is taken to affect 
destiny.” 

The Bible definition of the word “religion” as defined by the apostle James is as follows: “Pure religion and 
undefiled before God and the Father is this, to visit the fatherless and the widows in their affliction, and to REEP 
himself unspotted from the world.’ (James 1:27) :

Your good letter of the 29th, ult. to hand, and Was so 
glad to hear from you. I have heard from two of the Carter descendants 
but yours was the first and only so far from any of the Mizell family. 


. I note that you say that James Mizell was your Grand- 
father and that he died in your tounty about 1880. He could oot have 
been the James Mizell mentioned in Matthew Carter's letter to Uriffin , 
Mizell of Georgia dated Nov. 25, 1828 and written from bis home in secs 
Jackson County, “iss.

I saw him at Camp-meeting and the most of his family; they were 
all well at that time". That ig the only reference I. have found so far 
to James Mizell. So you can see that the James Mizell mentioned in the 
tetter was at that time, 1528, a very old man, probably 30 years or 75 
years old, and your James Wivell (your Grandfather) dying about 1880 
at the age of 75 or 80, could not have been the same man. I have this 
idea about it, that your Grandfather James was a son of the old man 
James mentioned in the letter. I wish you Would check up on this 
and see if you can get up a list of your Grandfather's brothers and 
sisters and who each one married and where they lived, also who their

Griffin Mizell of Georgia, was a son of William Mizell 
Who granted land from the King of England beforé the Revolutionary War, 
or in other words, in 1773, this lgnd lying in what is now Bulloch 
county, Ga., near Savannah. I have an old deed made by William Mizell 
in 1794 to his son Griffin Mizell for this land, ### 300 acres, and it 
was a Veed of Gift from father to son, and that of course clearly estab- 
lishes who Griffin Mizell's father was.

early Mizell, Carter and Goff families of Jackson county, Miss. I shou 
say however that Matthew Carter wrote practically all the letters I ha 
and later Rksxmaxt William Barbour Carter, wrote a number of letters 
in the 1850s, after Matthew died in 1852. William arbour Carter was 

a nephew of Matthew Carter,so the letters reveal,and was a son of 
William Carter. Now, the two Carter brothers formerly lived in 
Bulloch county,Ga., and moved to Mississippi about 1820, and the 
letters show they had the following sisters who moved to Mississippi 
also,#with their respective husbands and childean: Naomi who married 
William Goff, Casandra who married Edmond Goff, and Jane whose married 
name I have not learned from tne letters. Naomi died Oct.14,1829 and 
her husband in 1632 married "a daughter of old man Malcolm Black who 
moved here(to Mississippi) from North Carolina" she being an old maid 
about 40 years of age. Jane died May 31, 1856. Another sister of 
these Carters, married Griffin Mizeil in Bulloch county, Ga., May 29, - 
1797 and moved to Telfair county,Ua.,(in southern Georgia) where they 
Lived from about ##@ 1811 until 1846 when they moved to Lowndes county 
Georgia, in territory now in Brooks county of which Quitman is the 
county-8ite. Mrs. Preston Brooks Phillips of Quitman, age $8, is 

a grand-daughter of Gttffin Mizell and his wife Susannah Carter Mizell 
and has all these ola letters which her Grandfather received and kept. 


I have copies of only thirty-two letters so far. There are 
apparently that many, if not more than that many,more yet to be copied. 
As I am in writing up @ History of Brooks county for the D.A.H. Chapter 
at Quitman and live about 60 miles away in another county it is not 
convenient to copy all the lettess at one time, and I am going back 
and copy more of them as 1 get the opportunity. . :

It might interest you to know that Griffin Mizell of Georgia

HIGH POINT, N.C. — Funeral 
services for Wilmer “Vinegar 
Bend” Mizell, who became a ma- 
jor league baseball pitcher and 
later a North Carolina congress- 
man, will be held Thursday. 

Mizell, 68 and nicknamed 
after the small community of Vin- 
egar Bend in Washington County 
north of Mobile, died Sunday 
while visiting his wife’s family in 
Texas. 

Mizell was well-known along 
the Gulf Coast and was inducted 
into the Mobile Sports Hall of 
Fame in May 1997 and, in fact, 
was master of ceremonies for the 


. ceremony that year. 


Family members believe Mi- 
zell died from the lingering ef- 
fects of a heart attack suffered 
four months ago while attending 
a high school football game, said 
his son, David, football coach at 
High Point Andrews. 

Mizell, who lived in Midway, 
N.C. and also had a home in Alex- 
andria, Va., represented North 
Carolina’s 5th District from 1968 
to 1974. 

He began his political career 
after finishing his professional 
baseball career, which lasted 
from 1952 to 1962 and included 
stints with the St. Louis Cardi-

nals, Pittsburgh Pirates and New 
York Mets. 


In 1960, Mizell helped the Pi- 


_rates win the World Series. He 


posted a 13-5 record with a 3.12 
ERA that season with the Cardi- 
nals and Pirates. 


Mizell always considered it 
amazing that he got to play base- 
ball for 14 years in the major 
leagues. 


“We didn’t even have a base- 
ball team in high school,” he said 
in an earlier Register interview.

Mizell was discovered in 1948 


when he went to a Cardinals try- 
out camp in Biloxi, Miss., and 
struck out three batters with nine 
pitches. After graduating from 
high school, he was assigned to 
the Albany, Ga., Cardinals. It was 
there, he said, that a local sports- 
writer dubbed him “The wild left- 
hander from Vinegar Bend.” 

Mizell spent three years in the 
minor leagues. His major-league 
career was interrupted in 1954 by 
a two-year stint in the Army, and 
he quit shortly after being traded 
by Pittsburgh to the Mets. 

After retiring from baseball, Mi- 
zell registered as a Republican 
and ran for Davidson County 
commissioner, leading a GOP 
sweep in 1966. 

He defeated R.J. Reynolds to- 
bacco heir Smith Bagley in a 1968 
congressional race and served 
three terms in the House before 
losing to Democrat Stephen Neal 
in 1974. 

President Gerald Ford later ap- 
pointed Mizell assistant secretary 
of commerce for economic devel- 
opment. He held the job for one 
year before returning: to North 
Carolina -to try to regain his 


. House seat, but he was defeated

FOR ST. LOUIS CARDINAL south- 
paw “Vinegar Bend” Mizell, life 
seemed almost perfect. 

It was the late spring of 1960. 
Mizell had spent his entire baseball 
career with a strong, perennially 
pennant-contending team, and had 
developed into a good moundsman 
with fine control. Just the year 
before he had been named to the 
National League All-Star Team. He 
and his wife Nancy had settied into 
their new home in suburban 
Florissant, Mo. And _ both had 
trusted Christ as Lord and Saviour. 

Then it happened. After an after- 
noon game, the Cardinals informed 
Mizell that he had been traded to 
Pittsburgh. 

“This really shook me_ up,”

the big-league pitcher—now Con- 
gressman Wilmer Mizell—recalls. 
“Nancy and | had every reason to 
want to stay in St. Louis. And | 
didn’t think at the time that the 
Pittsburgh Pirates had a chance to 
win the pennant. In fact, | thought 
the St. Louis Cardinals had as good 
a chance as anybody to win. 

“So | went home that evening 
and discussed the trade with 
Nancy. We prayed about it, and the 
next morning | caught a plane to 
Pittsburgh. | left with the thought 
in mind that things just don’t hap- 
pen to God’s people; He plans 
things for us.” 

Mizell couldn’t have guessed 
what that trade would lead to. In 
Pittsburgh he joined Manager 
Danny Murtaugh’s strong pitching

have eternal life in Jesus Christ.” 

{t was only natural that Wilmer 
Mizell play ball. All his relatives 
did. ‘‘First cousins and second cous- 
ins and third cousins,” he remem- 
bers, were all over the infield and 
outfield. ‘Vinegar Bend” pitched 
and brother Curtis caught. 

As soon as he finished high 
school, Mizell entered professional 
baseball. He spent most of his nine 
years in the majors as a lanky, fire- 
balling left-hander for the Cardinals. 
He found that the Christian faith he 
claimed as a child was to help him 
in his sports career. 

On one occasion he slipped on the 
mound. It was during a Cardinal- 
Milwaukee Braves game played in 
the rain. “The result was muscle 
spasms for several months after 
this,” Mizell explains. “l seemed to 
lose even after | was over the 
spasms. | lost effectiveness as a 
pitcher, right into the following sea- 
son.” 

Then Mizell’s pastor in Florissant 
handed him an article about a man 
who heated metal, tempered it, and 
shaped it into an instrument. It was 
a process the metal had to go 
through to become useful. “Lord,” 
Mizell prayed, “heat me, and tem- 
per me, but don’t discard me.” 

Soon Mizell started pitching ef- 
fectively again, winning eight 
games in the last half of the season. 
He credits the late Freddie Huichin- 
son, then the Cardinal manager and 
a former Detroit pitcher, for stick- 
ing by him and using him whenever 
he could. 

The congressman jokes now 
about his wildness on the mound. 
“My catcher was the safest guy in 
the ba!l park because my pitches 
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never came close to him,” he laughs. 
Actually, his control wasn’t that 
bad. He gave up only 680 walks in 
268 lifetime games. His wins out- 
number his losses: 90-88. 

“When 1 was pitching | wasn’t 
anything but skin and wind,” Mizell 
reflects. He’s stil! 6 feet 4, but his 
playing weight of 210 has crept up 
to 235. He keeps in shape spiritually 
with daily Scripture reading and 
prayer, generally with his family— 
the Mizells have two sons, 17 and 
11—before he leaves their suburban 
home in Virginia for the drive into 
Washington. 

When evangelist Billy Graham 
told Mizell that he had been read- 
ing five Psalms and one chapter of 
Proverbs a day, enabling him to get 
through both books each month, 
Mizell began doing the same thing 
in addition to his other Scripture 
reading. 

When he can, Mizell attends 
House Prayer Breakfast. He fi 
fellowship with other Christian c 
gressmen, naming, among oth 
Rep.

car, you know it’s behind you. You 
don’t have to turn around and look 
at it to verify its presence, or the 
make or model.

I have 
perienced it, and I know the 
ange in me cannot be accounted 
or short of the supernatural.” 
| He was impressed, but not quite 
onvinced. Having nothing more to 
ay, I rose to leave, and he thanked 
ie for my interest. “I’m glad you 
ame,” he said. “I feel better, and I 
lieve there may be hope. If you 
et anything else you think will 
help me, I'd appreciate your drop- 
ping it in the mail.” 

I couldn't forget him. He was in 
my prayers during the next few 
days, and when I got back home, I 
mentioned him to my pastor and 
asked his advice. His recommenda- 
tion was so simple that I almost ig- 
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nored it. “Mail him a copy of the 
Gospel of John” was all he said. 

I did just that. With no theologian 
present, the mortician found in 
Jesus Christ the end of all his seek- 
ing. Isaiah wasn’t kidding when he 
said God’s Word would not return 
void. 

The Lord has permitted me to 
share in many wonderful works 
which He has performed. But the 
crowning episode of my witnessing 
experience has to be the conversion 
of my brother. He was in the same 
hospital my sister had been in, also 
with a heart attack. I lost no time in 
getting to him. 

He would be hard to talk to, I 
knew. Twice I had tried to witness 
to him, but he would have none of 
it. When I stated the purpose of my 
visit, he said crisply, “I’m not afraid 
to die.” 

“Who said anything about dy- 
ing?” I asked. “I came to offer you 
life; and in a dimension that you’ve 
never known before. Will you let 
me tell you about it?” 

“Well, you’re here. Go ahead.” 

Since he knew nothing about 
God, I began with the creation, 
and the fall, and unfolded God’s re- 
demptive purpose through the 
promise, the law, and the prophets, 
to its fulfillment in Jesus Christ. 

The Lord did the rest. My 
brother not only received Christ; he 
was healed of his heart condition. 
He has since won two of our family 
to the Lord. 

I never cease to marvel at the 
power of the Gospel. It will save 
anyone who will believe it. That’s 
what it’s for (Romans 1:16). But 
one cannot believe it unless he hears 
it, and he cannot hear it unless 
somebody tells him. e 
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staff of Bob Friend, Vernon Law, 
Harvey Haddix, and reliever Elroy 
Face. Mizell won 14 and lost 5 dur- 
ing the rest of the season as the Pi- 
rates won the National League 
pennant and beat the New York 
Yankees in the World Series. 

“Not only was it great—the best 
record ! had in the big leagues was 
compiled that year in Pittsburgh— 
it was also the happiest season that 
my family and | spent in baseball,” 
Mizell says. It was another incident 
in his tife, Mizell feels now, when 
his trust in God’s love and wisdom 
proved its worth. 

After leaving baseball at the age 
of 32—“when there were still only 
two batters | had trouble with— 
right-handers and_left-handers”— 
Mizeli worked in sales management 
and public relations for The Pepsi- 
Gola Co. in Winston-Salem, N. C. It 
was here that he had met Nancy 
when he was pitching for a farm 
club in 1951. It was here, too, that 
he entered politics, gaining the 
chairmanship of the Davidson 
County Board of Commissioners in 
1966. 

Two years later, running as a Re- 
publican in an overwhelmingly 
Democratic district, he upset the 
grandson of the R. J. Reynolds to- 
bacco family to win a seat in the 
U. S. House of Representatives by 
7,000 votes. In 1970, the district re- 
elected him by a 20,000-vote mar- 
gin. On Capitol Hill he has earned 
a reputation as one of the best-liked, 
hardest-working—and most politi- 
cally conservative—congressmen. 

Characteristically, Mizell sought 
God’s guidance after friends urged 
him to enter political life. 

“Ll asked myself: could God use 
me in this position?” After hours of 
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prayer with his pastor, Don Lyerly 
of the Faith Christian and Mission- 
ary Alliance Church, he made the 
plunge. 

“T think it is of the utmost impor- 
tance that we have Christian men 
in government service,”’ Congress- 
man Mizell says. “! find that my 
Christian faith, my dependence upon 
the Lord in seeking leadership and 
guidance on the crucial issues of 
our day—as well as the minor 
ones—is vital for me. Without it | 
couldn’t come to a clear under- 
standing and conclusion of what is 
involved in each issue and cast 
what | feel is a responsible vote.” 

Mizell gives his grandmother 
credit for his dedication. A year 
after he was born—on August 13, 
1930, near Vinegar Bend, Ala. a 
Gulf Coast hamlet which provided 


“his nickname—his father died of a 


ruptured appendix and his mother 
suffered a nervous breakdown. The 
raising of the two Mizell brothers, 
Wilmer and Curtis, fell to their 
grandmother. 

She insisted that the two boys at- 
tend church, and in what was Mi- 
zell’s first recotlection of a religious 
experience she made them learn the 
Ten Commandments. 

Mizell received Christ as he was 
plowing with a mule in the corn 
field one spring day. “It was the 
Message in my grandmother's 
church that led to this experience,” 
Mizell! says. 

“That day | realized that it wasn’t 
only for the sins of the world that 
Jesus died, but that He died for my 
sins. | confessed that | was a sinner 
and asked the Lord to save me. He 
made it a reality to me that day that 
my sins were forgiven and that ! did

WHEN A HEART ATTACK put my sis- 
ter in the intensive care unit of the 
hospital, I prayed that God would 
restore her to consciousness long 
enough for me to show her His way 
of salvation.

go shopping, it wasn’t all that ur- 
gent. I would come back tomor- 
row. 

That night my sister died. 

I could imagine some imp of 
Satan boasting at one of their meet- 
ings about how easily he had scared 
me off. A Sunday School teacher, a 
deacon, the announcer on a Chris- 
tian radio broadcast—I had fancied 
myself exempt from the “lesser” 
duties like personal soul winning. 

What a price I paid to learn that 
witnessing is the heart of the 
Church’s commission. 

But I did learn it. Never again 
would I walk away, leaving a spir- 
itual need unattended. I would not 
wait for leadings, invitations, or im- 
pressions. Jesus commanded us to 
witness. That was authority enough. 

Now, as a sales and advertising 
counselor calling on businessmen, I 
find opportunities for Christian wit- 
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ness that are unique and challeng- 
ing. The principles of the selling 
process can be applied in represent- 
ing the Gospel as well as in busi- 
ness. Paul used them when in 
Athens (Acts 17:22-34). 

My initial opportunity to witness 
came as I called on a regular custo- 
mer for his annual order. “I’m not 
renewing my contract,” he declared. 
“We're making less money than we 
did last year, and I have to re- 
trench.” 

“That's the way it goes,” I 
shrugged. “You have 12 months less 
time to remain on this earth than 
you had last year. Your financial 
needs and your interest in money 
should be correspondingly less. In- 
cidentally, where are you with re- 
spect to eternity? Are you a Chris- 
tian?” 

“More than that!” he answered 
proudly. “I’m on the board at my 
church.” 

“Fine! I’m glad you're serving the 
Lord in that capacity,” I felt led to 
say. “But I asked if you were a 
Christian. There’s nothing like 
knowing your sins are forgiven, and 


that your name is written in 
heaven.” 

He looked at me intently but said 
nothing. 


I told him of my conversion, cov- 
ering each step from conviction 
through repentance, to saving faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ. I quoted 
the Scriptures by which the Holy 
Spirit enlightened me at each point. 

The man is still a good customer. 
He is still a member of his church 
board. But now he is also a Chris- 
tian. 

A funeral director, past 75 years 
of age, asked if I could supply him 
with large poster-type calendars 
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featuring a picture of Christ. “I 
want to hang them in churches,” he 
explained. “I don’t believe in Christ, 
but it’s good advertising for my 
business.” 

“You're Jewish?” I asked. 

“No,” he replied, “I have no re- 
ligion at all.” 

I was surprised. He must have 
heard thousands of sermons at the 
funerals he had conducted. Surely 
he had heard the Gospel. I asked 
him what he thought of Christ. 

“T believe in Him historically,” he 
declared; “I think He was born in a 
manger, all right, and that He died 
on a cross, but He was only a man 
—nothing more.” 

“How would you explain His res. 
urrection from the dead?” 

“You’ve got a point there, if you 
can prove it.” 

I hesitated. He could be kiddin: 
me for the amusement of three c 
his employees, who were sitting ir 
I asked him if he was. 

“Not at all,” he assured me. 

“I certainly can prove the resur- 
rection,” I said. “While Jesus was 
yet alive, He told His disciples that 
after He was gone away, He would 
send them another Comforter, who 
would dwell with them, and in 
them. This would be the Holy 
Ghost, or the Spirit of Christ. This 
is recorded in John 14:16, 17.
